Mr. Gibson will consider Atlantd’s of- 
fer as will be seen from the following 
letter to the committee, which was giv- 
en out Saturday afternoon by Mr. Key. 

“Gentlemen: IT acknowledge with appre- 
clation your courteous letter of October 7, 
tendering me the sueprintendency of the 
Atlanta public schools and suggesting a 
conference. 

“T am deeply sensible of the honor con- 
veyed by this offer and value the oppor- 
tunfty for service it brings in one of the 
most attractive cities of our country. 

“If I could forget my obligations here, 
my inclination would be to accept at once 
your offer: but the gentlemen of my board 
of education have been too generous and 
kind to leave this work at this time without 
arrangements to their entire satisfaction. 
If there is to be a confe rence I would pre- 
fer that you come to Savannah at any 
time that may suit your convenience, where 
you would have an opportunity to confer 
with others as to my fitness for the work 
in Atlanta. 

“It is of prime importance that there be 
established practical unanimity in support 
of an educational administration. No insti- 
tution is dearer to all the people than the 
public schools engaged in the education of 
all the children of all the people, and un- 
less I felt that I cou'd at once win the 
support of all:interest‘-d in the schools anda 
have adequate freedom and resources [I 
would not care to ‘eave my work here.

the unofficial text of the most 
mentous diplomatic note in the history 
of the world. Through Secretary Tum- 
ulty he announced that he would 
have no comment to make. 

Publication of the German 
the president’s inquiries as to its will- 
ingness to accept all the terms he pre- 
viously had enunciated and to evacuate 
all occupied territory came as a com- 
plete surprise. The way in which the 
wireless dispatch of such tremendous 
purport sent out from the great Ger- 
man station at Naven was made pub.- 
lic shattered all diplomatic precedents. 

The text reached New York only a 
short time before Mr. Wilson and his 
party left the Waldorf Astoria to at- 
tend the concert at the Metropolitan 
for the benefit of blinded Italian sol- 
diers. The natural assumption was 
that it previously had been communi- 
cated to the president. As a measure of 
precaution, however, the Associated 
Press sent over its special wire to the 
opera house an inquiry to Secretary 
Tumulty as to whether Mr. Wilson had 
been informed of the German reply. 

Tumulty Shows Amazement. 

Mr. Tumulty showed plainly his 
amazement and replied that Mr. Wil- 
son had not seen the note, and the sec- 
retary requested that the text be tele- 
graphed to him at once. He announced, 
however, that the president could not 
indicate in the slightest degree what 
his answer would be until he had op- 
portunity to study the official text. 

The reply was sent immediately to 
the box where the president was seat- 
ed with Colonel E. M. House, his close 
friend and trusted adviser. It was read 
with most intense interest. Soon there- 
after Secretary Tumulty disappeared 


and it was assumed he was in tele- 

phone communication with Secretary of 

State Lansing in Washington.

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OVER 360 SOLDIERS 
LOST ON OTRANTO 


690 Troops on Board—Two 
Replacement and Two Cas- 
ual Companies--200 Bodies 
Recovered. ~ 


Washington, October 12.—American 
troops on the British transport Otran- 
to, sunk in collision last Sunday in the 
North channel, numbered 690, the war 
department tonight announced. The 
contingent consisted of two companies 
of replacement troops and two com- 
panies of casuals. 

A brief cablegram containing only the 
bare confirmation of the sinking in the 
North channel last Sunday of the Brit- 
,ish steamer Otranto, laden with Ameri- 
can troops, was the only official news 
of the disaster reaching the war de- 
partment today. Loss of the vessel, the 
message stated, followed a collision 
with another ship in the same convoy. 

The cablegram gave no estimate of 
the number of soldiers who were miss- 
ing. In the absence of specific tnfor- 
mation as to what units had been as- 
signed to the Otranto at the port of 
embarkation, General March, chief of 
staff, declined to make public the units 
which had sailed. Publication of this 
list, it was said, would bring needless 
anxiety te relatives of the men who 
were on the other ships of the convoy 
and who are now safely landed. 
MANY OF SURVIVORS 
LANDED IN IRELAND. 

An Irish Port, October 12.—(By A. 
P.)—American soldiers to the number 
of 864, or 866, perished when the Brit- 
ish armed mercantile cruiser Otranto 
and the transport Kashmir collided in 
the North channel between Scotland 
and Ireland last Sunday. 


Three hundred American soldiers and 


thirty French sailors, and 266 members 
of the crew of the Otranto have been 
landed at a port in northern Ireland. 
Sixteen other survivors have been 
picked up at Islay. 

More than 200 bodies have been re- 
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covered this morning and many of them 
have been buried. 

The Otranto is a total wreck on the 
island of Islay. The Kashmir landed 
its troops at a Scottish port without 
loss of life. 

The troop ships collided while a 
heavy storm was raging and the Otran- 
to, with a gaping hole in her side, 
then drifted helplessly toward the 
rocky coast. 

A number of the troops on board 
were from the interior of the United 
States and were without experience at 
sea. They had preferred to remain on 
the bigger ship rather than risk jump- 
ing to the small destroyer Mounsey, 
which gallantly came to the rescue, 
and they seemed to be cheered by the 
sight of land. 

The hopes of the men that they 
would be able to make a safe landing, 
however, were dispelled by the Otran- 
to’s captain, when he shouted from the 
bridge: “Well, boys, we will have to 
swim for it!” Zi 

Tragedy Moved Quickly. 

About that time the troop ship slid 
with hardly a jar onto a shelving rock, 
which, as a wave recoded, bit its teeth 
into the ship’s timber and held her in 
a vice-like grip. After that the trag- 
edy moved quickly to its climax. 

The fury of the storm seemed to be 
centered on the pinioned and helpless 
vessel and in league with the vicious 
sea, which began to rend and tear her 
to pieces. The steel Geck house was 
wrenched bodily from its fastenings by 
the. enormous waves and was hurled 
into the Wreakers, sweeping many men 
away with it. 

The ship nad struck about a mile 
from shore and on the oliffs stood 
groups of islanders to send aid, but 
which it was impossible even to at- 
tempt. Owing to the terrific wind, 
there was no chance of getting a line 
to the ship, which was now fast break- 
ing up. 

Scores of men began to jump and 
many immediately were seized by the 
waves and hurled against the sides of 


the ship. 

About noon the Otranto was lifted 
on the crest of a high comber and 
dashed back to the rock so violently 
that the vessel broke squarely in two. 
The mast snapped short, killing men 
as it fell. 

One section of the hulk turned side- 
wise, emptying all hands still cling- 


ing to the deck into the boiling surf. . 


The other section proved a plaything 
of the waves and speedily was ground 
to pieces on the rocks. 

The remaining members,of the ship's 
company now were struggling in the 
water. The slim chance they might 
have had of getting ashore was vir- 
tually dissipated by the wreckage from 
the ship through which the best swim- 
mers were unable to win their way. 


Story of Survivor. 


The experience related by William 
Richards typifies that of the others, 
but perhaps is a bit more sensational. 
He said: 

“The fellows were fine. We knew 
that when the ship went fast on the 
rocks so far out we would not have 
much chance to save qur skins. But 
we all seemed determined to make a 
good try. 

“A wave washed me off and I man- 
aged to get clear of the ship. The 
first man I recognized in the water 
was the captain, who was treading 
water and looking about for some- 
thing to grasp. 

“There were three men on a mat- 
tress riding in to shore as if they were 
enjoying life, but whfle I watched 
them, and wishing I were on it, too, 
a big roller swept them all off and 
banged them against the rocks. 

“I saw five or sx others hanging on 
a bench. Some managed # climb on 
the tiny rafts lowered from the ship, 
but every raft I saw was smashed to 
pieces against the vessel, or on the 
rocks. 

“The notse of the wreckage grinding 
on the rocks wasefilerce and any fel- 
low who got into the wreckage was 
as good as gone. There were dozens 
of the boys floating around me, all 
dead, with nothing but their blue faces 
out of the water. 

“A big roller carried me into a kind

without compensation.

We hope that 
the coming peace will bear the rmprint 
of this great democrat.” 


PEACE WANTED 
BY GERMAN PRESS. 


Copenhagen, October 12.—With the 
exception of the Incurably Chauvinistic 
Tages Zeitung, of Berlin, the German 
press generally sees in President Wil- 


son's note an upright desire to judge 
the situation objectively and pave the 
way for peace, if honorable peace ghal! 
appear possible. 

The Tages Zeitung finds the note 
“utterly unacceptable,” and hopes the 
German government “will give a fitting 
answer.” It is, however, significantly 
sympathetic of the new order of affairs 
in Germany that this newspaper stands 
virtually isolated in its antipathy to 
peace. 

Even Otto Hoetsch, in the Kreuz Zei- 
tung, and Professor Max Lenz, in the 
Taeglische Rundschau, recognize the 
seriousness of the situation. The latter 
gays, “We will not obstruct those who 
have taken the rudder, but will rather 
help them bear their terrible burden of 
responsibility. Let there be no more 
criminations and recriminations.” 

The semt-official North German Ga- 
zette reminds its readers that “what- 
ever decision may be reached, the Ger- 
man people must realize that men who, 
With exact knowledge of all factors, 
arrive at a verdict having no other in- 
terests to represent than the guaranty 
pad security of Germany’s future wel- 
are.”’ 

The Vossische Zeitung says: “Fol- 
lowing the wild ravings of the enemy 
press, the objectiVity of the American 
note came almost as a joyful surprise.” 
The newspaper considers America’s 
questions of absolutely honest intent, 
and dictated by a desire to remove 
removable obstacles. 

The press joins in declaring Presi- 
dent Wilson's third question (whether 
the new German chancellor is speaking 
“merely for the constituted authorities 
of the empire, who so far have con« 
ducted the war’’) as being quite swu- 
perogatory.”’ This question, they point 
out, was answered by the reichstag 
president, Herr Fehrenbach, in his te-~ 
marks following the chancelior’s 
speech. It is assumed that the report 
of this speech had not reached Wilson 
in time.

RUSS INFANT MORTALITY 


Stockholm, October 11.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Infant mortality in 
Petrograd has increased to 650 per 
cent. School statistics show from 657 
to 87 per cent of the enrolled children 
are absent on account of sickness. The 
situation is growing daily worse and 
the juventle population of Petrograd 
will practically be wiped out this win- 
ter unless food is provided from for- 


eign countries. 


Figures on adult mortality are not 
available, but according to Captain 
William B. Weber, of the American 
Red Cross, who has arrived here from 
Petrograd, starvation is claiming thou- 
sands, especially aged and infirm per- 
sons without resources. 

In Moscow the situation is slightly

President 
Wilson's estimate, and the estimate of 
the statesmen of the co-belligerents on 
the safety of dealing with the heads of 
the German government have often 
been repeated. They have been de- 
nounced as unworthy of trust, and not 
to be expected to keep promises. Wheth- 
er President Wilson and the entente 
allies reg~ard the government now head- 
ed by Maximilian which has Solf for 
its secretary of state for foreign affairs 
one which can speak under any circum- 
stances for the German peopie and bind 
them to the peace terms which the 
allies will impose remains to be seen. 
There was no official expression on that 
point in Washington tonight in Presi- 
dent Wilson’s absence. Probably no one 
in the United States except him can 
give the answer. 

Reading through the phrases of the 
unofficial text everyone here imimed'i- 
ately was struck with the question of 
what must have happened in Germany 
recently to make such an answer pos- 
sible. 

What Has Become of Kaiser? 

One of the closing phrases, which 
declares that the present German gov- 
has been formed by confer- 
ences in agreement with the great ma- 
of the reichstag and that the 
chancellor “speaks in the name of thse 
German government and of the Ger- 
man people,’ was regarded as being 
susceptible to almost unlimited specu- 
lation. ‘“‘What has become of the kKal- 
ser?” was the question asked on every 
hand as that phrase was read. The 
world knows very little of what has 
been going on in Germany during the 
last few months when, with armies 
steadily beaten at the front, things 
at home have been going from bad to 
worse. It was regarded as not with- 
out the realm of possibilities that the 
great power of the -Kaiser, which 
brought on the war, had been taken 
from him. 

At first there was some disposition 
to regard the text of the note as re- 
ceived here as possibly unauthentie. 
The manner of its publication, al- 
though an official accident, was so ir- 
regular, that many thought of some 
sort of a bit of German “finesse” diplo- 
There has been an opinion in

offer at this time had for one of its 
objects the discouragement of Ameri- 
cans in the fourth Liberty Loan.

The text of the German note, as given 
in London is identical with that 
given out at Washngton.

It was bound to 
come, however, into an atmosphere 
charged with suspicion, and the opinion 
is held in all quarters that the reply 
would be a good gauge of the degree 
Germany’s military distress. An 
armistice is the old familiar ruse, for 
a distressed army.

government. The implication 
seems to be that unless the German 
secretary for foreign affairs has writ- 
ter the message with unusual haste, 
Turkey is no longer Germany’s ally.

The phrase “to agree upon practical 
details of the application of these 
terms” is on its face a straight reply 
to President Wilson. It was not un- 
expected here, but is likely to be re-

Some of the most important German 
papers, in latest quotations cabled 
from Holland, persist in using the 
word “compromise” with reference to 
the application of the president's prin- 
ciples. But the feeling in Wondon is 
that it will be hard for the allies

of seeming victory. 

“Unconditional surrender” is_ the 
watchword much more appealing to 
the British people in this hour than 
any commission to arrange for evacua- 
tion. Events in the past week, par- 
ticularly the sinking of the Leinster, 
have steeled British hearts against a 
compromise.

Sir Eric Geddes Says Sea 
Ruthlessness Will Be In- 
tensified, But Allies Are 
Ready--U. S. Navy Praised 


Washington, October 12.— Another 
great effort by Germany’s submarines 
ia impending. 

Sir Eric Geddes, first lord of the 
British admiralty, in a statement to- 
night paying tribute to the part played 
in the war by the American navy, dis- 
closed that plans of the enemy for 
what may be the final intensified U-boat 
campaign of ruthlessness are known 
and that the allies are prepared to 
meet it. 

No details were given by Sir Eric. 
nor was further information to be ob- 
tained at the navy department as to 
what the American and allied nava) 
chiefs have learned. There were sug- 
gestions that Germany, in the midst of 
a peace offensive and with héf soldiers 
being driven back to their own borders, 
hoped to strengthen her diplomatic 
drive for a peace by negotiation by 
sending her submarines oma desperate 
campaign of destruction regardless of 
measures of caution taken for the safe- 
ty of U-boats and their crews. 

U. 8. Naval Units Praised. 

Warm praise was given by the Brit- 
ish first admiralty lord to the Ameri- 
can naval units of all classes includ- 
ing the air contingents operating in th: 
war zone, It was after a description 
of work done by the destroyers that 
he said: 

“What I have said of the destroyer:

Sir Eric spoke of peace, but only to 
say in referring to his pleasure at be- ' 
ing in America at a time when the! 
allied forces are winning all along the} 
line and reaping the fruits of sound, 
naval strategy, that his policy and his | 
advice to others was not to be deluded ' 
by hopes of an early peace, but always | 
to be prepared for two years more of| 
war. 

As an example of what sea power has 
done, he said seven American soldiers 
and their equipment have landed in 
Kurope every minute of the night and 
day during the past three months. 

Through the splendid work of Amer- 
ican shipbuilders, he added, the Unit- 
ed States now is able to tramsport more 
than 50 per cent of her soldiers in 
American ships manned by Americans. 
When the United States army first be- 
gan to move overseas, it was carried , 
largely by British vessels. 

“In speaking of the United States 
naval forces,’’ said Sir Eric, “I do so | 
with the great advantage of having 
seen most of them personally in the 
course of the last 18 months, and 1 
can assure the public that the morale 
and efficiency is absolutely on the top 
line. 

“Your battleships are with our own 
grand fleet with the most perfect co- 
ordination and efficiency. Your cruis- 
ers are working with us in the White 
sea, North sea, Atlantic and Mediter- 
ranean, and I have seen them and ad- 
mired their efficiency in all these 
places. It is to them, as well as to 
the gallant little destroyers, working 
with the corresponding forces of all 
the allies, that the success of the con- 
voy system is due, 

Convoy System Balked Germany. 

“It is the convoy system which balk- 
ed Germany when she avowedly adopt- 
ed the inhuman and ruthless method 
of submarine warfare considered incon- 
ceivable and contrary to all the noble 
traditions of the sea before the war, 
but which we now accept as one of 
the outward signs of the devil, which 
has to be exercised before Germany 1s 
fit to take her place as an honorable 
member of the league of nations, in 
whatever form that oft-discussed or- 
ranization may finally shape itself. 
Germany reckoned to end the war last 
year by cutting the sea communication 
of the alliance and by the reduction 
in tonnage; the dissatisfaction of the 
(erman nation with the result of their 
eriminal effort is due in very great 
measure to the convoy system, but it

I had seen such a chart in 
every detail upon the walls of the 
British admiralty a week ago, possibly 
a month before that a similar one on 
the walls of the French’ ministry of 
marine; and some months before that 


on the walls of the Italian ministry of 


marine. Representatives of each of the 
allied navies are at home and welcome 
comrades in every other admiralty. 

“Since the beginning of the war the 
British navy has escorted overseas to 
and from all theaters of war some 
16,000,000 men belonging to the armies 
of the British empire, and the loss has 
been one-thousandth part of a man per 
hundred carried, from all causes—ma- 
rine risKs or enemy action—and it is 
our purpose and our pride to maintain 
and reduce that percentage in the great 
flow of your manhood across the At- 
lantic. 

“You have had losses at sea, and vou 
will have more losses at sea. I know 
that they will be faced with the forti- 
tude shown by all the allies in this 
great struggle of right against 
wrong, and based 
allies’ purpose.” ;

BRITAIN AND GERMANY 
CLASH OVER PRISONERS 


London, October 13%.—The German 
government has communicated to the 
British government, through Holland, 
its decision not to ratify the Anglo- 
German agreement for an exchange of 
prisoners unless guarantees are given 
against the deportation and _ intern- 
ment of Germans in China. The Brit- 
ish government has informed Germany 
that it cannot concede this point, Dut is 
prepared to ratify the agreement sub- 
ject to the withdrawal of this condition. 

Great Britain is determined to take 
drastic steps to bring the mal-treat- 
ment of British war prisoners to an 
end and, accordingly, has demanded 
that Germany redress the grievances 
forthwith. 

“Unless these requirements are ac- 
cepted within four weeks, the British 
government will take, in concert with 
the allied governments, such measures 
of reprisal deemed necessary to compe! 
the German government to treat pris- 
oners of ‘war in accordance with the 
rules of international law.” 

Steps also are being taken to se- 
cure better treatment of prisoners in 
Turkish hands. General Allenby has 
been instructed in the event of an ar- 
mistice with Turkey and the immediate 
and unconditional return of British 
prisoners would be required. 

Great Britain demands the immediate 
removal of British prisoners to a dis- 
tance of not less than thirty kilome- 
ters (about 18% miles) behind the fir- 
ing line, proper and humane treatment 
of prisoners in German-occupied terri- 
tory and elsewhere, and that Germany 
permit representatives of the govern- 
ment of Holland forthwith to visit and 
inspect occupied territory behind the 
German lines, with a view to ascer- 
taining that the grievances complained 
of are redressed. Germany must un- 
dertake that no British prisoner of war 
henceforth shall be employed under 
ground in salt mines.

Two additional batteries have been 
captured by the Americans operating 
on this front south of St. Souplet. The

which fired heavily on the Americans at 
Souplet. 
Villagers Welcome Americans. 

The villagers in Vaux and Igny knew 
that the Americans were in the war, 
but did not know they were fighting. 
All of them rushed to meet the troops 
when the Americans entered, the peo- 


ple thinking the men were British. 
fhe Americans were kissed again and 
again, the more emotional of the vil- 
lagers also kissing the soldiers’ rifles 
and bayonets, which had _ delivered 
them from their oppressors. 

The villagers offered the soldiers tea, 
and when the latter produced the sugar 
tor it the people all cried: 

“Why, you must be Americans!” 
Then there was another outburst of 
enthusiasm. 

The British cavalrymen operating in 
the main pattle area on this front have 
taken numbers of prisoners woh said 
they were under the impression that an 
armistice had been signed and that, 
therefore, they gave themselves up. 
It is evident that the “peace talk” 
is having its effect in the German 
army aS many of the enemy are sur- 
Aras.’ who otherwise might not. 
All the German armies are now talk- 
ing nothing but peace prospects, ac- 
cording to prisoners. ' 

Many of the German officers who 
have been taken prisoner have had 
their effects all packed ready for a 
stay in a prison camp.

Regular jitney lines were operated 
here some time ago, and for a few 
weeks they were a success, but they 
were gradually withdrawn until all of 
them had disappeared. The present op- 
erators admit they are only in the bus- 
iness temporarily, seeing a chance to 
pick up a few spare dollars and at the 
same time afford the public a means of 
transportation.

Unto Lehi, a prophet of Jerusalem, 
who by Divine command had gone 
with his family from the city into the 
wilderness, came the word of the 
Lord in vision. 


The man stood by a tree, the fruit 
of which he found to be sweet, and 
“desirable to make one happy;”’ for, 
as he ate of it his soul was filled with 
peace and joy unspeakable. Near the 
tree, separating it from a spacious 
plain wherein great concourses of 
people had gathered, flowed a turbu- 
lent river of muddy, filthy water. The 
head of the stream was visible in the 
distance, and from this to the tree, 
alongside the river’s treacherous bank, 
ran a natrow path, paralleling which 
was a rod of iron, firmly secured, and 
so placed that one could hold to it 
while treading th@ pathway. 


Numerous people were observed 
moving toward the head of the stream, 
striving to lay hold on the iron rod; 
but dense mists of darkness arose, 
and enshrouded them, so that many 
became bewildered, and, abandoning 
their purpose of reaching the tree, 
were lost in the murky depths of the 
river.

and by the enlightening baptism of 
the Spirit, which is administered by 
the authorized laying on of hands, we 
reach the tree, entitled to live there- 
after gladdened and made strong by 
its sweet and nourishing bounty. 

The rod of iron is still in place, fast, 
secure, a dependable support for every 
soul who strives with full purpose of 
heart to reach the tree of life. Cling- 


ing thereto we make sure progress, |

I went to a tea party at a house in|} 


Portman Square, and one taxi ar- 
rived into which six guests mounted. 
They were all going in different direc- 


tions, but they arranged to drop each

other along the line of route, 
having made an exorbitant bargain 
‘with the driver who first of all talked 
about having no patrol and then about 
the amount of money he required. Pri- 
vate cars, as fou know, are quite non- 
‘existent in England at present. You 
can be taken to a police court and 
heavily fined if, for instance, you drive 


to a shop in a private car and allow it} 


to wait outside the door until your 
purchases are made. Such things as 
“joy-rides,” though not unknown, are 
indulged in at the genuine peril of who- 
ever may be discovered in this special 
crime, while the idea of being “given 
'a lift’ anywhere in a car belonging to 
the government, war office or the ad- 
'miralty, is one of those great adven- 
. tures that can be indulged in only by 
abnormally daring people; and so you 
see we are really having quite a thrill- 
ing time of it. 

I heard one girl remark to another 
as she was trudging througn the park 
| yesterday that she really preferred the 

excitement of an air raid to the grim 


collar work of a motorless London. 
i*An air raid,” she said, “at least has 
'a spice of danger and excitement in it, 
i'and you can put on your best nightie 
,or pajamas and your prettiest dressing 
‘gown and talk to perfect strangers in 
; underground shelters. But to have to 
| walk from Charing Cross to Kensing- 
'ton after a day spent in a canteen or 
lat the war office and feel yourself 
getting hotter and dustier every mo- 
ment, just bores me stiff.”

| Lady Betty Balfour is a sister-!n-law 
of the Right Honorable A. J. Balfour, 
such a favorite politically as 
well as socially with everybody in 
‘America; she has two daughters who 
‘are “on the land.” Lady Betty is a 
‘very brilliant and advanced woman, 
‘who has taken high degrees at Oxford 
-and is one of the best speakers in Eng- 
‘land. She lectured before the Oxford 
/conference on “New Ideals in Educa- 
tion” recently, and she spoke of the 
‘great value of scientifically trained 
|; women farmers. She told the confer- 
ence that both her daughters had been 


farming for two years, one of them hav- 
ing been a “plowman” for the last 
|; twelve months. She does not advocate

Three years prior 
to the introduction of this play, he 
had considerable correspondence with 
the football rules committee, going 
into elaborate details in explaining 
its benefits. For t'wo years the com- 
mittee pondered over the suggestion, 
and then adopted the greatest footba)] 
reform play since the game’s inception. 


End Running Perfected. 


Heisman, years ago, perfected end- 
running to the nth power. Unfortunate 
in the fact that almost always his 
teams were extremely light, he over- 
came the handicap by developing speed 
and trickiness. He has been using for 
years an end-running interference un- 
like that of any other coach in Amer- 
ica, and his rivals, failing in their 
every attempt to shatter it effectively, 
called it “inhumanly perfect.” It was 
the use of that end-running formation 
in earlier years, and the perfection of 
the forward pass in this later day that 
has brought such amazing success to 
all of Heisman’s teams. 

But the most famous play which 
Heisman has devised is called the 
“Heisman shift,” which he first trotted 
out in1910. The formation of the rush 
line and of the backs is a gigantic “T.” 
When the signal for play is made the 
whole team moves as once piece of 
mechanism. All of the team’s play is 
made from the shift. It has bewilder- 
ed and baffled every team that has 
tried to break it up. The play starts 
with the whole team back of the line 
and with the “T” whirling like a chip 
in a maelstrom. 


His Greatset Glory. 


Heisman, during the past eight 
years of his career, has had many op- 
portunities to coach some of the biggest 
colleges in America. Big financial in- 
ducements have been made. But Heis- 
man remained at Georgia Tech. And 
there, through 1915, 1916 and 1917, came 
to him his greatest glory. 

Through those three years Georgia 
Tech mingled in 25 gridiron duels with- 
out suffering defeat. The three elev- 
ens rolled up the amazing total of 1,129 
points—an average of 45 points per 

ame—while its rivals could score only 

1. The 1916 Georgia Tech team, play- 
ing against Cumberland, won by the 
wonderful score of 222 to 0 

The “Golden Tornado” team of Geor- 
gia Tech, in 1917, played—and won— 
nine games. It rolled up 491 points, 
against 17, “{ its foes, and numbered 
University of Pennsylvania, Carlisle, 
Vanderbilt, Washington and Lee and 
Auburn among its victims. Auburn, 
which only a week before had played a 
scoreless tie with Ohio State, champion 
of the “Big Nine” in the west, was 
beaten 68 to 7 by Tech. 

Heisman lost nine members of the 
1917 championship aggregation, but he 
has been building anew, and already is

FHT FOR ALLIS 


Dumb Animals Doing Their 
Share of Work in the War 
Zone to Beat the Huns. 
Gratitude to Them Shown. 


By Teddy Wick. 

Aldershot, England, September 26.— 
The second, and by far the larger, of 
the two horse shows held in England 
since the war began, has just been 
held on the army athletic ground here 
under the patronage of King George. 
Its proceeds have been devoted to the 
Blue Cross fund, which throughout the 
period of the war has been minister- 
ing to war horses and war dogs in the 
same way that the Red Cross ministers 

to the human material of war. 

Somebody once said that the day of 
the war horse is over. But men who 
have seen the Royal Horse artillery 
working on the British front, on the 
Saloniki front and on the Mesopotam- 
jan front, know very differently. Men 
who have seen the guns bumping and 
lurching and tearing their way for- 
ward over holes and dikes and through 
deep mud and slush, drawn by picked 
teams of splendid horses, excited as a 
hunter on a hunting morning, dragging 
their hearts out in a noble venture, 
killing themselves by sheer exhaustion 
to get the guns unlimbered and in po- 
sition before the Germans’ charge— 
these men know whether the day of 
the war horse is over. 

Men who have thrilled with the ter- 
rific splendor, of a_e great cavalry 
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charge, know the ete agony of the 
dying, the maimed and the exhausted 
horses which it leaves, and the ter- 
rible sufferings endured by these poor 
beasts as they linger on the battlefield 
or by the roadside, awaiting the hand 
which will either give them merciful 
dispatch or aid for their wounds. Men 
who have seen the horse hospitals 
back of the fronts, receiving their pa- 
tients in a state of exhaustion pitia- 
ble to behold, worn down by the hard- 
ships of battle and the misery attend- 
ant upon privation and overdriving; 
men who have seen them later bedded 
down with clean'and plentiful straw in 
a warm and comfortable stable, where 
they can be at rest and above all be 
fed, each in accordance with its needs 
and at regular hours (to which they 
have not been accustomed recently); 
men who have seen them treated for 
wounds made by bullets and pieces of 
shrapnel, men who have seen them go 
forth sleek. and fattened after a month 
in a hospital which received them man- 
gy and worn to skin and bones—these 
men will breathe sighs of relief that 
this war is not as previous wars, that 
horses are no longer left exhausted 
with gaping, unattended wounds to 
sink to a sloW death. 

A number of organizations are co- 
operating in the work of alleviating 
the sufferings of these animals. The 
Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals is collecting funds 
to aid the army veterinary corps and 
the remount department in the work 
of caring for horses on the British 
fronts. The Blue Cross fund of Our 
Dumb Animals’ league is furnishing 
supplies—veterinary requisites, horse 
clothing, humane killers, chaff cutters, 
portable forges and other comforts— 
for 1,600 units with the British home 
and expeditionary forces. It has horse 
ambulances at work in military camps 
and operates horse and dog hospitals 
in the French lines. It has also estab- 
lished an Italian Blue Cross for the 
horses of the Italian army and is as- 
sisting the Belgian army in caring for 
its horses. 

It was to the latter of these, the 
Blue Cross fund, that the proceeds of 
the recent horse show here were de- 
voted. Horsemen who attended the 
show said no horse show had ever 
been held before under such circum- 
stances. The event was fathered by 
the Aldershot command, which now in- 
cludes almost as many American 
training camps as British. 


Horses’ Self Help. 


Entries in the show Included the 
best of the horses which have been 
imported to England for war pur- 
poses. It was the horse’s own effort 
to soften the hard lot of his equine 
brethren at the front. 

The great green rectangle of field 
on which the show was held was sur- 
rounded by the dun-colored ranks of 
khakied soldiers and the blue masses 
of hospital men. Aeroplanes wheeled 
and dipped in the gray sky ovrehead. 

From first to last it was an army 
event. Of the civilians in the great 
crowd f@w were not connected with 
the British army by marriage, birth or 
business. Among the company pres- 
ent in the command inclosure were 
Lieutenant General Sir Archibald Cur- 
ray, commander at Aldershot and presi- 
dent of the show; Major General Sir 
Reginald Curtis, Major General Sir 
Francis Howard, Major General E. G. 
Browne, Brigadier General W. R. B. 
Doran, Brigadier General Cc. Hill, 
Brigadier General F. W. Hill, Brigadier 
General R. C. Jelf, Brigadier General 
A. J. Mullins, Brigadier General G. E. 
Pereira and Brigadier General H. Wat- 
son. Notable features of the show 
were the military precision and punc- 
tuality with which the twenty classes 
were judged—an example which might 
with advantage be imitated at civil- 
ian shows after the war, and the splen- 
did condition of the army horses, both 
chargers and drayght. 

Canadians fared well in the distri- 
bution of the prizes. The Witley camp 
Canadians showed the best heavy-

draught team, with an army service 
camp corps entry second. In the infan- 
try cob class, out of fifteen entries, 
Major G. G. Morriss took third for the 
Canadians, with Lieutenant Colonel H. 
Welman, of the Royal Sussex, and Cap- 
tain A. G. Soames, of the Coldstream 
Guards, first and second, respectively. 
Of the forty-eight officers’ jumpers en- 
tered in the competition for the Inter- 
national Show committee’s cup, Major F. 
A. Culver, M. C., took third for ‘the 
Canadians, with Captain D. D. Bulger, 
of the Army Service corps, first and 
Major E. C. Crossley, of the Reserve 
Hussars, second. The Witley Cana- 
diang took a reserve in the gun team 
class, with the Royal Field artillery 
taking the two leading places, and the 
same Canadian camp came in for an- 
other reserve in the light-draught 
horse competition. A company of the 
Canadian Forestry corps at Farnham 
took second in the heavy-draught 
horse class, with an Army Service 
corps entry first. 


The king’s championship cup, offer- 
ed for the best riding horse in the 
show, went to Captain V. D. S.. Wil- 
liams, of the Dragoon Guards, whose 
Monte Carlo won the competition for 
officers’ heavyweight chargers, out of 
twenty-two entries. Ciaran, with a 
second in the officers’ lightweight 
chargers’ competition (27 entries) and 
a first in the ladies’ hacks’ compéeti- 
tion, ridden by Mrs. V. D. 8S. Williams, 
won reserve for the king’s cup. 

The show netted nearly $5,000 for 
the work of the Blue Cross fund, to 
be divided at the fund's di&cretion be- 
tween its work for war horses and 
war dogs.

Parasitic diseases, such as skin itch- 
ing, have exacted a considerable effort 
from the Blue Cross workers and have 


greatly delayed the return to fitness 
of many sick horses, but at present 
conditions under which horse para- 
sites thrive, are greatly improved and 
the disease has now practically disap- 
peared from the Blue Cross hospitals. 

As to internal illnesses, they hardly 
exist, thanks to good hygienics and 
devoted care. 


Hygiene and Economy. 


The material organization of the 
hospitals has always been a subject 
of the greatest attenion, the Lliue 
Cross rules being first of a hygienic, 
then of an economic, order. The prem- 
ises it usese are altered according to 
needs and include comfortable stables 
with plenty of light and air, which 
are two of the indispensable elements 
conducive to health and a speedy curc. 

The ground is laid in such a way 
that hygienic cleaning is rendered easy 
and efficacious; it is slightly sloping

backward so that the liquids may 


quickly run out; the ground is always 
covered with a plentiful litter, 


which 
is renewed twice a day. 

Oats and other food of an excellent 
quality, are distributed in stone or 
thick board mangers, located low 
enough to allow the horse to feed in 
the normal horizontal position of its 
entire spine. The greatest attention 
is paid to grooming and other clean- 
ing tasks. Drinking water comes 
from streams running close by the 
stables, after its good quality has been 
proven by chemical analysis. In the 
neighborhood of the hospitals are large 
natural meadows, in which hospital- 
ized horses can graze with the bene- 
fit both of green pasture and of ex- 
ercise in the open air. 

Up to the beginning of the year all 
hospitals formed three central groups: 
Moret, Provins and Tournau., At that 
time, the Hartleyv-Wintney, Fleet and 
Philadelphia hospitals of the Tournau 
group were transferred to Ste. Colombe 
hospital of the Porvins group. This 
alteration had the advantage of placing 
all the Blue Cross hospitals in the 
same army group and giving it a sin- 
gle military direction, which is a fa- 
vorable condition for steadier and more 
methodical work. 

With the exception of Ste. Mammes, 
the organization of all hospitals is 
identical. Ste. Mammes includes a sur- 
rery and pharmaceutical room inside 
the hospital, where are grouped all 
the injured horses requiring serious 
operation and constant care. A second 
hospital is devoted exclusively to sick 
horses and these are in very limited 
number. 

Contaminated animals are thorough- 
ly isolated in special places. This cate- 
gory is chiefly composed of mangy 
horseg@ other contagious diseases be- 
ing practically unknown, thanks to 
the prophylactic measures taken by 


the veterinary military services and 
by the Blue Cross technical service. 

To each hospital also is annexed a 
blacksmith’s shop. 

The Biue Cross Fund's work with 
war dogs, especially back of the 
French lines, has been undertaken at 
the express request of the French gov- 
ernment. The French army uses dogs 
in the following work: Sentinels, dis- 
patch carriers, guarding ammunition 
and prisoners,-seeking out the wound- 
ed with the sanitary corps, with con- 
voys of small vehicles, mitrailleuses 
and sleighs and for rat-hunting. 


Most of them are mongrels given 
by the French peasants; but some are 
pedigreed animals: St. Bernards, mas- 
tiffs, Bordeaux bulldogs, Alaska dogs, 
Newfoundlands, Brie sheep dogs, col- 
lies, Alsation dogs (sometimes called 
German sheep dogs), fox terriers, 
Scotch and Irish terriers, Aberdeen and 
Skye terriers and bulldogs. All of 
these dogs have been given to the 
Krench ministry of war for the dura- 
tion of the war. 

They first undergo an examination 
and when accepted are sent to train- 
ing centers. Here they are drilled into 
the courage, discipline, sangfroid and 
prudence of their jobs as French sol- 
diers’ auxiliaries and then they are 
dispatched to the front. 

As sentinels, they are used in the 
trenches, at listening posts, at obser- 
vation posts and for long hours they 
mount guard apparently indifferent to 
danger, with scrupulous conscientious- 
ness, ,There are dogs who have saved 
whole companies of infantry in times 
of fog by showing ‘by their growling 
the very near presence of German 
forces which otherwise could not have 
been detected.

Of the three essentials, ignition or 
compression are generally the cause 
of missing. 


_I told you that a fault in the primary 
circuit is liable to be the cause of an 
engine suddenly stopping, and that the 
secondary circuit was unlikely to be 
at fault. With a miss, the reverse is 
true, as if the primary circuit fails, it 
will cause a failure of the spark in all 
the cylinders and not in one only. 

What are the units in the secondary 
circuit? The coil, distributor and spark 
plugs. More than 50 per cent of the 
pa a& miss is due to a defective spark 
plug. 


The way to proceed then when your 
engine misses, is to locate the cylinder | 
which is missing, and then take the! 
lead (wide) off the plug and hold it a 


short distance from the metal of the 
engine. I[f you get a spark, take out 
the plug and either replace or thor- 
oughly clean it and reset the points and 
see if the miss disappears. If the miss 
does not disappear, then vou must ex- 
pect that loss of compression is the 
cause. 

If you do not get a spark when you 
test the lead, the trouble is probably 
due to the lead being short-circuited. 


In most of our cars, these leads, for 
neatness sake, are carried in a shield 
or casing, and, due to the vibration of 
the car, the insulation often is worn 
off where the lead enters or leaves 
this casing. An examination will show 
this, and a temporary repair can be 
made by wrapping the wire with insu- 
lating tape. 

A loose primary wire, pitted or im- 
properly set, interrupter points will 
often cause a miss, but the miss will 
generally be irregular; that is, first in 
one cylinder and then in another, or 


perhaps every four or five revolutions. 

Ignition being O. K., we must exPect 
loss of compression to be the trouble. 
To see if you have loss of compression 
to any extent in the missing cylinder 
open all of the compression CcocKS, &n 
then close one on one of the hitting 
cylinders. If you will then slowly 
crank the engine you will be able to 
feel the compression in this “good 
cylinder. Now, if you open this com- 
pression cock and close that on the 
missing cylinder, you will be able to 
compare the compression in it to that 
of the former cylinder. ; 

Having determined that compression 
is at fault, first test the valve caps 
and spark plugs by pouring oil about 
them and watch for the bubbling, as 
explained before. Next see if the valve 
adjusting nut is not up too tight, as 
it may have worked up. Next see tha! 
the valve is not sticking and that the 
Valve spring is not broken. 

This failing to show a fault, the 
valves need grinding, or the piston 
rings are leaking. As a rule, you will 
know whether or not the valves need 
to be ground, as this must be done in 
the neighborhood of every 1,000 miles 
of running. When the piston rings of 
one cylinder leak, you will hear a sort 
of muffled hissing sound when climbd- 
ing a hill. 

A bad mixture will cause a miss, but 
the miss is generally an irregular one. 
The adjustment of the carburetor is 
liable to be the cause, but if your ad- 
justments were right yesterday, they 
will be right today, unless they have 
been tampered with. Unless you feel 
sure that the adjustments are wrong 
do not touch them. The adjustment 
will have to be a little different in the 
winter than in the summer and on a4 
mountain than in-a valley: 

Water in the gasoline will cause a 
missing, but this missing will be ac- 
companied by loss and regaining of 
power in such a way as to be quickly 
recognizable 

Sometimes a regular miss will occur 
when “false air’ gets into the mixture 
as it enters one cylinder because of a 
leak in the manifold or the gasket be- 


tween the manifold and cylinder. 

While with most systems, a regular 
miss is practically never due to a fault 
in the primary, with the _ four-unit 
system as used on the Ford cars, the 
fault is very liable to be tn the prt- 
mary, as with this system, there is a 
coil for each cylinder and a wire for 
each coil. To see if the wiring is at 
fault, take the primary wire of the 
missing cylinder off the timer or com- 
mutator and touch it to the ground 
If the coil vibrates everything is O. K 
Should the coil fail to vibrate, change 
the coil around with another coil, and 
see if the new coil will vibrate. [If it 
does, the former coil was at fault, 
probably in the adjustment of the vi- 
brator points. If the new coll does not 
vibrate then the trouble ts in the wire 

Loss of Power. 

Ninety per cent of the time loss 0 
power is due to the fact that the valves 
need to be ground. Valves should be 
rround in the neighborhood of ever\ 
1.000 miles of running. It will pay to 
do this, as loss of compression means 
loss of power, and loss of power means 
loss of mileage per gallon of gasoline 

A poorly-adjusted carburetor wil: 
cause a loss of power. It would be wel) 
for owners, unless they understand 
how to adjust their carburetor, to run 
their cars to the service station of the 
maker and have their expert adjust it 
for them. It will take him but a mo- 

ant or two.

they would be softened and destroyed, 
thus protecting the seeds for some 
time, often two or more years, against 
the forces which would cause them to 
germinate. Then there are many seeds 
which have very hard seed coats which 
likewise resist absorption of water and 
delay germination: this delay when 
coupled with late planting is usually 
the prime cause of failure. If, how- 
ever, the seed be planted in midsummer 
or very early fall and there is plenty 
of moisture from continual good show- 
ers, many of these burrs and hard 
seed coats will have been softened and 
a greater per cent of them will germi- 
nate in early fall and give a good 
stand, though some of them will hold 
out until another year. Shallow plant- 
ing is necessary for good success and 
late shallow planting in our dry soils 
generally results in failure. 


How to Boil the Seed. 


A few years ago it was discovered 
that the seed coats and burrs of this 
clover could be softened by bolling to 
such an extent as to give an immedi- 
ate and good stand, and thatif the boil-

This is to save to some degree 
the inoculation which the clover car- 
ries for itself in the burrs, trash and 
dirt which always accompany it. 
When dipped in this water much of the 
dust and dirt will be @arained away and 
left in the kettle or tub and the seeds 
after- being cooled can be again dipped 
in this same bath and will be to some 
extent reinoculated. The boiling pro- 
cess of course destroys all bacteria that 
pass on from the first bath to the 
second and reinoculation is necessary. 
To make sure of the job a fourth tub

VELVET BEANS OUT OF FAVOR IN 
SOME SECTIONS. 

After about three years’ trial, many 
of the farmers of the middle Georgia 
region have about come.-to the conclu- 
sion that velvet beans are not as good 
a crop for them to raise and as suita- 
ble for the conditions obtaining here 
as they are under the conditions ob- 
taining in south Georgia. One objec- 
tion given to them is that unless plant- 
ed when the corn is planted they will 
not have time to make their maximum 
growth, and when planted then, they 
seem to reduce the yield of corn; 
whereas, when planted late, as they can 
be farther south, they do not reduce 
the corn yield and with longer grow- 
ing season, they yet have time to 
make good. Another reason given is 
that they interfere with the shocking 
of the corn and the use of corn har- 
vesting machinery. Of course, it is 
possible to go ahead and shock the 
corn, cutting by hand, but the growth 
of the velvet beans is interrupted and 
the work and seed wasted. If the corn 
be left in the field until well matured, 
the growth of vines acts as a sail to 
catch the wind, and as a weight when 
wet to pull down the corn, and a wind 
and rain together cause too much dam- 
age: in picking out the corn from 
down stalks too much of the corn 
wasted, as evidenced by 
of corn here and there the following 
year. 

On Sandy lands of the coastal! plains, 
there would be no such loss since these 
lands can be pastured with impunity 
throughout the winter months: where- 
as, our clay lands of the Piedmont 
sections are likely to be seriously dam- 
aged by winter pasturing. Velvet beans, 
too, interfere with the putting in of 
a fall oat or wheat crop. 

For making quick growth and for 
general uses and for soil improve- 
ment, there is nothing that will do 
better for us than the cowpea, though 
in some instances, some of the soy- 
beans have proved very satisfactory. 
These crops, however, are not always 
aavilable for late pasture since most of 
the varieties “of peas will be damaged 
by wet weather and the soybeans shat- 
ter after ripening. For such use, and 
on the sandy lands, velvet beans have 
their uses, but are not likely to re- 
place entirely the other legumes on our 
farms here. The area in velvet beans 
was very much larger in 1917 than tn 
1916, and probably would have been 
larger in 1918 had we had more labor, 
but it is the observation of the writer 
that there is a very much reduced 
acreage in the several counties of min- 
die Georgia, just south of Atlanta. The 
objections given above in part, at least, 
account for thig.

STEEL SHORTAGE 
CURTAILS OUTPUT 
FINISHING MILLS 


New York, October 12.—Shortage of 
steel has necessitated further curtalil- 
ment in supply for og rey} shops. 
Government requirements for the most 
part call for rails, shell steel and 
barbed wire for use in France, and to 
meet this it has been found necessary 
to reduce the output of sheet bars. Gov- 
ernment estimates are without mate- 
rial alteration and a deficit of about 
4,000,000 tongs has yet to be met. 

The unfilled tonnage in the books of 
the United States Steel corporation at 
the end of September amounted to 
8,297,905 tons, as against 8,759,043 on 
July 31, a decrease of 461,138 tons. 
September output of pig iron was 3,- 
418,270 tons, as compare 


in August. The daily rate of produc- 
tion, 113,942 gross tons, was the 
heaviest average on record. The* near- 
est to this being 113,189 tons in Octo- 
ber, 1916. While production has been 
as satisfactory aa could be expected, it 


has all been absorbed as quickly as 
 gerage and the supply is still short. 

6 new business worth mentioning is 
reported, and all iron distributed has 
been on government account. Prospects 
for a heavy outturn during October are 
excellent. 

The price of copper to be effective 
after October 81 will be determined in 
Washington on or about October 165. 

It is generally conceded that the 

resent price of 26 cents will be coh- 
inued. The supply of refined copper 
is no more than sufficient to meet war 
requirements. 

Lead continues scarce at the estab- 
lished price. Spelter is quiet and easy. 
The government is in practical control 
of tin, and all importers and dealers 
will require to be licensed. The new 
regulations as to price and distribu- 
tion are not yet known.

SAYS “FLU” CHECKED 


In speaking of the spread of influ- 
enza in the state, Dr. T. F. Abercrom- 
bie, secretary of the state board of 
health, stated Saturday that the im- 
petus of the influenza epidemic was at 
a standstill. “There are as many 
cases of recovery as there are new 
cases,” he said, “and there {fs no rea- 
son for alarm, but every precaution 
should be taken to prevent its further 
spread.” 

The following wire from Washing- 
ton was received by the state health 


department and was immediately sent 
to the county representatives of the 


volunteer medical service corps, with 
the added note from the department: 
“In view of the country-wide spread of 


the influenza epidemic and the need for 
mobilizing all medical and nursing resources 
to combat it, I am suggesting to every state 
department of health that immediate com- 
munication be had with every’ locality in 
the state and definite information obtained 
as to the number of physicians and nurses 
available in every community and the needs 
for additional assistance, At this moment 
of national need every locality should en- 
deavor to organize local available resources 
and extend help to other communities in 
greater distress, In view of the general 
shortage in the medical and nursing pro- 
fession it is evident that all requests for 
assistance cannot be rendered and that these 
localities most adversely affected must be 
cared for primarily. Efforts to remedy 


| shortage of nurses should be made by ap- 


pealing to retired nursea and to nurses in 
private employ and also organizing un- 
trained intelligent women willing to render 
this patriotic service.’’

BUILDING PERMITS 


In appealing to all county councils 
to speed up the operations of their 
organizations in the matter of passing 
upon. building permits, Judge Price 
Gilbert, chairman of the central com- 
mittee of the Georgia Council of De- 


fense, stated that the granting or re- 
fusing of these permits has been 
placed in the hands of the: National, 
State and county Coucils of Defense, 
and quick action is necessary in all 
cases in order to avoid delay and con- 
sequent congestion of business. 

To obtain the necessary permit to 
engage in building operations of any 
character, the builder must make ap- 
plication to his county council, which 
in turn will pass the application to the 
state council if it merits such consid- 
eration. The state organization then 
passes it on to the national body for 
final action. 

Questionnaires are being mailed out 
to county councils to learn whether 
the organizations are able to handle 
the situation as at present outlined.

The law provides that each of these 
banks shall be examined twice a year,

That the law is not being complied with 
fs im no sense the fault of the state 
treasurer. That there have been so 
few bank failures in Georgia has been 
due to the remarkable care exercised 
in granting charters, so that only reli- 
able and dependent men are in. charge 
of these banks, and the efficiency of 
the state treasurer in securing results 
with the small force at his disposal. 


- Interest of Depositors. 

The federal government long ago 
realized the necessity of establishing a 
separate department of national banks, 
and there is no reason why the state 
banks should not be given the same 
careful supervision that has made the 
national banks so strong that it is al- 
most an unheard-of thing for their de- 
positors to suffer loss. 

This amendment will be described on 
the official ballot as paragraph 2, ar- 
ticle 6, of the constitution of Georgid, 
so as to fix the salary of the state 
treasurer of Georgia and the clerical ex- 
penses of his department, and for other 
purposes.

The services rendered by the young 
people to the needs of the Red Cross 
are numerous and the membership in 
the southern division has contributed 
more than 20,000 refugee garments, 
several thousand sweaters, countless 
surgical dressings and 15,000 property 
bags for sick soldiers as well as ren- 
dered valuable service to Liberty Loan 
and membership drives, in. conserva- 
tion of fruit pits and nut shells, in col- 
lecting waste material, such as old 
rubber, tin-foil, paper, iron and the 
like, and in meeting each need of the 
Red Cross as it is announced. ‘ 

Boys are.most enthusiastic junior 
members: here they can put into use 
the knowledge of furniture-makineg, 
which they have acquired in the man- 
ual training schools, and they have 
made most artistic and useful furni- 
ture for the Red Cross convalescent 
houses and for other Red Cross needs. 
In fact, there is scarcely a single junior 
activity which is not open equally to 
boys and girls and in which both do 
not join, while in some special lines 
such as collecting salvage, distributing 
and displaying posters and in soliciting 
memberships boys often excel girls in 
their interest and activity. 

More Auxiliaries Needed. 

It :is imperative that every county 
and city school in the five states com- 
ee the southern division have a 
ive, active, earnest junior organization. 
Teachers, school superintendents and 
influential citizens everywhere are 
urged to assist in this work. The tem- 
porary closing of the schools need not 
interfere with the Junior Red Cross 
meetings or with the campaign for 
increased membership. The southern 
division does not rank well with the 
other Red Cross divisions in the matter 
of junior memberships; MORE auxil- 
iaries and more members are needed.

Life Is Textbook 
Of Story Writer, 
Says Miss Harte

In her room at 444 Peachtree street, 
Miss Bret Harte told me in her charm-

She has definite 
ideag on helping people to self-expres- 
sion, and, above all, she avoids formal 
rules and restrictions. 

“My whole job,” she says, “is to help 
people bring out what is in them. You 
cannot tell a person how to write a 
story. There is no one way. My father 
gave me two or three simple rules just 
to usé as a sort of guide, and I give my 
classes these; but for the rest, I merely 
help them find their own minds. 

Life as Textbook. 

“I think a textbook 6n_the short 
Story can do a great deal of harm to 
an amateur writer, who takes it too lit- 
erally: The only textbook I recommend 


is every-day life. The successful writer 
is the one who forgets to try to use 
someone else’s style or creed, 

The trouble with most beginners, 
though, is that they try to tell a whole 
novel in the space of a short story, and 
there is more action than anybody can 
digest. If a person has the gift of see- 
ing and interpreting bits of life, a little 
criticism and some practid¢e will reveal 
what is superfluous and will bring the 
sure hand.” 

The class has opened with a large 
and enthusiastic membership, and one 
which bids fair to develop some formi- 
dable authors in time; but Miss Harte 
Says there are a few vacancies still, 
which may be filled by application to 
her at the address given above. There 
will be a course of twelve lessons. f 


Lived in England. 


Miss Harte has spent most of her 
life in England, and the larger number 
of her stories have been published in 
periodicals in that country. The career 
which she entered upon after her 
father’s death has been by no means 
rstricted to the scribbler’s desk, how- 
ever. In fact, she has done such a 
number of things that it would be hard 
to classify her. 

She first went on the stage, an op- 
portunity which came to her because of 
her voice, but she found this uncon- 
genial, so she set up a typewriting bu- 
reau for herself in London. “It was 
successful, too,” she says in that mod- 
est way of hers, “but then I got started 
to writing, and sold the business.”’ 

When she was launched and had be- 
gun to get kind notes from editors, in- 
stead of “We regret,” etc. people kept 
asking her how she did it, and if she 
wouldn’t tell them how. And that’s how 
she happens to be teaching the art of 
the story now. 

Teacher of Thrift. 


But between that first class in Lon- 
don and this one in Atlanta she branch- 
ed out into a thrift association move- 
ment in New York, and spent three 
years showing Hast Siders how to save 
rummage and turn it to profit. So, her 
viewpoint is not an academic one. 

‘How did you get to our southern 
city from New York?” I asked. 

“A former pupil of mine arranged it 
all,” she said, “and I am very glad to 
be here.’”’. And she smiled as if she 
meant it. 

Miss Harte is one of, those rare con- 
tributors to magazines Who has no con- 
demning words for the editor. “If I 
fail to sell something, I Know I just 
haven’t. put my story across. If you 
stand up for what you believe in, and 
it’s big enough, you will come out all 
right, though it may take a while. 
Every time I have held out for my con- 
victions I have been rewarded, and I 
have no patience with those who are 
always finding a person or peg to hang 
blame og.” 

The famous author’s daughter de- 
clares her intention of going off some 
day to some quiet spot where she will 
do nothing but write the stories she 
has been getting material for in her 
varied experiences. And I hope she 
will have them published in America.

WALTER HINES PAGE 


IN CRITICAL CONDITION 


New York, October 12.—-Walter 
Hines Page, retiring American ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, arrived here 
today from England, critically ill. He 
is suffering from heart disease. From 
a steamship he was brought ashore on 
a stretcher and removed to a hospital. 

Mr. Page was accompanied by his 
wife and their son, Major Frank C. 


Page, U. S. A., and Colonel Pearce 
Bailey, of the U, S. A® medical corps. 

It was stated that two nights ago, 
during a heavy gale, Mr. Page nearly 
succumbed from exhaustion. 

The story of the ambassador’s illness 
was told in a statement by Major 
Page, as follows: 

“The ambassador had been failing for 
several months with heart disease, 
causing shortness of breath and alarm- 
ing attack of failure of respiration. 
Early in September he went to Scot- 
land for a. cure, but returned to Lon- 
don without having been materially 
benefited. 

“He had a great desire to come home, 
believing that the air of North Caro- 
lina, his native state, would afford 
him relief. His physicians, Sir William 
Osler and Dr. McCray, considered that 
his coming home was the wisest thing 
he could do, and consequently arrange- 
ments were made for him to sail on a 
British transport. 

“The sailing of the ship was delayed, 
and during this period Mr. Page’s con- 
dition become appreciably worse, so 
that when the, sailing date came he 
was a very ill man, too ill perhaps un- 
der ordinary circumstances to under- 
take a long sea voyage.

It must be made clear that the voluntcer 
medical service corps is a volunteer organi- 
zation which has for its object the enroll- 
ment and classification of the professon. 
Its members are entitled to wear an insignia 
which will clearly indicate that they have 
offered their services to the government, 
when such services are needed. Patriotism 
cannot be created by coercion. It also must 
be made clear that the volunteer medical 
service corps has for its primary object, fur- 
nishing its classification to the army, the 
navy, the public health service, the Red 
Cross and provost marshal, as well as to 
civilian institutions and communities, as a 
guide in providing for their needs to the 
best. advantage. 

The object of the corps is not to disturb 
any medical man in the performance of any 
duty to which he has been assigned by any 
governmental agency either for service at 
the front or at home.

WINS PRAISE OF BRITISH 


With the Anglo-American Forces on 
the Valenciennes Front, October 18.— 
(By A. P.)—General Sir Henry Rawlin- 
son, commanding the British fourth 
army, with ‘which an American divi- 
sion is operating, has sent to the gen- 
eral commanding the division, compris- 
ing troops from Tennessee and the 
Carolinas, the following telegram: 

“On this occasion I desire to convey 
to you and all the members of the 
staff, as:‘well as allother ranks of —— 
divisions, my heartiest congratulations 
on your victory. The gallantry of 
your infantry and the precision with 
which the staff arrangements worked 
fill me with admiration, and it has 
given me great pleasure to report your 
unqualified success to Field Marshal 
Sir Douglas Haig.” 

Since the beginning of the present 
operations, the Americans have cap- 
tured 46 officers and 1,900 men, and 
since joining the British fighting forces 
they have secured 3,000 prisoners and 
more than 60 cannon. 

Officer prisoners say their orders 
‘were to stop fighting with infantry 
and to defend themselves solely with 
artillery and machine guns. They com- 
Plained there was a great lack of am- 
munition and guns as a result of the 
recent enormous captures by the allies, 
and they added that the lack of motor 
' transportation was responsible for such 
large numbers of infantrymen being 
taken since the offensive began.

Adoo addressed an appeal to the rich 
and poor of the nation alike to make 
a supreme effort to bring Liberty Loan 
subscriptions to the required $6,000,- 
000,000 level in a speech before more 
than 5,000 persons at a mass meeting 
tonight. 

“If our home army fails to put the 
fourth Liberty Loan over,” he declared, 
“tt will contradict everything our sol- 
diers are doing. It will be a new in- 
centive to Germany to keep on fighting 
and it will be a confession in America 
of humiliating and disastrous failure. 
Our soldiers are winning victories with 
their blood and heroism. Shall we at 
home turn their victories into defeat? 
No! Pershing has the Germans on the 
run and we are going to lash the backs 
of the fleeing enemy untfl the victory 
is complete. 

Pershing Needs Locomotives. 

“Pershing needs locomotives and rails 
to follow up our victories, and a part 
of the money of the fourth Liberty Loan 
will be used to send them to him. It 
takes American locomotives now to 
keep up with the fleeing Germans. 
Let us see to it at home that neces- 
sary locomotives are provided for the 
chase. We may as well send our Ameri- 
can soldiers in first-class trains to} 


Berlin-instead of leaving. them march | 
that long distance on foot. 

“The fact that only one week remains 
to subscribe the fourth Liberty Loan 
and that we are ll short $3,500,000,0080 
makes it necessa for us to consider 
some of the specific things that must 
be done to win success. Many families, 
for instance, think they have done their 
full duty when the head of the family 
subscribes for bonds, but the head of 
the family has not done his full duty 
unless he has bought all of the bonds 
he can pay for immediately and in the 
near future. If the wife is able to buy 
bonds and has not done so she should 
buy them immediately; if the children 
are able to buy bonds and have not done 
so they should buy immediately. 


Word to Farmers. 


“A word particularly to the farmers: 
They did splendid work in the’ third 


Liberty Loan, but they must do more 
for the fourth Liberty Loan. Farmers 
have not yet sold their crops and may 
not have ready money to pay for bonds 
immediately. But they are selling their 
crops right along and will soon have 
the money to invest in Liberty Bonds. 
Each and every farmer in the United 
States should subscribe for Liberty 
Bonds now and pay for them when he 
has sold his crops. He can buy bonds 
on the installment plan and the banks 
ought to carry the farmers and every 
other class of our people on their sub- 
scriptions until they can pay them, The 
banks owe it to the country to still 
further demonstrate their patriotism 
by lending money to all subscribers to 
Liberty Bonds at the same rate of in- 
terest the bonds bear, namely, 4% per 
cent.

ATLANTA BOY IN NAVY 
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The Meaning of the Flag 


An Address by President H. J. Pearce 


“The meaning of a thing is not adequately 
expressed by a description of its physical fea- 
tures at any one period of its existence. An 
adequate definition of yonder tree is not con- 
tained in a description of its leaves and limbs 
and trunk as it stands today. In order to know 
and understand and appreciate the tree, you 
must imagine its development from the acorn, 
the tender shoot, the young sapling into the 
sturdy oak. You must imagine it in its chang- 
ing robes of green and brown and gray; you 
must see it performing its function of gather- 
ing from its environment the inert carbon and 
nitrogen, and, by its wonderful alchemy, trans- 
muting them into vital active forces and again 
scattering them broadcast over the earth to 
mingle with the soil and render it fertile and 
prolific for the use of man. You must imagine 
the storms it has withstood, the youths and 
maidens it has sheltered, and the secrets it has 
heard and kept. 

“But that is not all the meaning of the tree. 
You must see it laid low by the axe, its sacri- 
fice to the uses of man, the heat which it has 
stored up for his comfort, the houses it may 
build, the cargoes it may float upon old ocean’s 
bosom, the infinite uses it may serve in mak- 
ing a better world. 

“In like manner, my countrymen, if we shall 
adequately define.or understand our glorious 
flag, we must define and understand our glo- 
rious country for which it stands and which it 
typifies, and to define or understand our coun- 
try we must understand its history and its tra-

Nor is it merely an aggrega- 
tion of people, of Presidents and Senators and 
Congressmen, of Governors, of soldiers and 
sailors and citizens.

“Our country is more than these. It is Bun- 
ker Hill and Valley Forge; it is the Alamo, 
and Gettysburg, and Appomattox, and Manila 
Bay.

Lincoln and Robert E. Lee and James G. 
Longstreet; it is Robert Fulton and Eli Whit- 
ney, Longfellow, and Emerson, and Henry 
Ward Beecher, Henry Grady and a million 
others as good and true as they, of my fathers 
and yours, whose dust makes sacred the soil 
in which it sleeps. And not their names mere- 
ly, but the lives they lived, the principles they 
stood for, the ideals they created, the sacrifices 
they suffered and the victories they achieved. 
“Tt is because that flag stands for all of these 
things that we honor and salute it today; and 
it is to these things that we pledge today our 
allegiance, come weal, come woe, come gentle 
peace or grim-visaged war, come victory and

W omen“ Y” Workers 


In Huts at Gordon 
Do Valuable Work 


The placing of women secretaries in 
the Y. M. c. A. huts at military camps 
in the United States is the latest in- 
novation introduced by the organiza- 
tion, but the plan has thus far worked 
satisfactorily, and beginning with 
Camp Gordon, the program will be 
followed in all the military establish- 
ments of the southeast. 

There will be 12 women secretaries 
at Camp Gordon, although only ten 
have thus far been placed there. Two 
are stationed at each hut, taking their 
turns on the desk and thus releasing 
men secretaries for work in the bar- 
racks. 

On December 1 a campaign will be 
opened by Mrs. B. M. Boykin, executive 
secretary of the women’s recruiting 
service, to secure 200 women for this 
service in the home camps of the south- 
east. Successful applicants will Be 
sent to Blue Ridge, N. C., for a course 
of instruction and will immediately as- 
sume their duties at the various Y. M. 
tC. A, huts. 

It is planned to have one of the two 
women secretaries in each huts an ac- 
eomplished musician, able to assist in 
the entertainment work, while the 
other should be a stenographer capa- 
ble of handling the business end of the 
establishment to which she is attached. 

Women from 30 to 45 years of age 
are eligible for the home camp serv- 
ice, these age limits being insisted 
upon. 

Mrs. Ruth Pattillo, of Decatur, is in 
charge of the women’s secretaries at 
Camp Gordon, and it is expected that 
within a short time the complement 
at this cantonment will be complete.

“The Catholicos, Jews and Christian Sci- 
entists have an unhindered opportunity for 
religious services. The Catholics use the 
Knights of Columbus buildings for religious 
services and no religious service is held in 
their buildings except by Catholics. 

“The Jews have their own service in their 
own way in their own buildings. 

“The Christian Scientists have rooms, 
sometimes in the Y buildings, where they 


| carry on their own services. 


“All religious services in the Y buildings 
No Baptists, 
Presbyterians or Episcopalians 
hold regular services in the camps. After 
only chaplains and invited 
guests of cha)plains can hold religious serv- 
ices in the camps. The Y does, not and 
cannot represent any Genomination, It is un- 
denominational. 

“The grounds of the suspicion directed to- 
ward the Catholic ia that his mind is such 
that he declares that mass said where sol- 
diers are marched to the service under mil- 
itary order is not propaganda, but a ser- 
mon by a Methodist, Presbyterian or Bap- 
tist preacher to a group voluntarily assem- 
bled is propaganda. So preachers of the 
gospel are not allowed to have a meeting 
where soldiers might come voluntarily with- 
in the camps 

“According to Dr, Keppel, third assistant 
secretary of war, the war department has 
arranged so every battle line will have some 
one present to perform the rights of Roman 
Catholic church to dying men, and at the 
same time refuse the voluntary assembling 


of the men in the training camps to hear 
that salvation is through the blood of the 
crucified Christ. This they do by the exclu- 
sion of all preachers. 

“It is not toleration that evangelical 
Christians want in America. They want 
and will have freedom for all alike. The 
Catholics have what they want in the 
Knights of Columbus—unhindered religious 
service for their members. It is an anomaly 
at this late date there should be in America 
a religious body happy to see others de- 
prived of the privileges they have secured 
for themselves. Such an attitude belongs 
to the dark ages, 

“Father Burke, Roman Catholic chairman 
of the committee of six, approved the or- 
der, according to Secretary Keppel, and 
until now there is no protest from any Cath- 
olic body concerning the removal of camp 
pastors and the fact is that the Catholics 
did not have camp pastors. 

“They have one chaplain out of every 
three and say that they have 40 per cent

EX-NAVY MEN ALLOWED 


TO RE-ENLIST AT ONCE 


Instructions received at the navy mo- 
bilization station yesterday from the 
bureau of navigation relative to ex- 
navy men are as follows: 


“That men registered under the pro- 
Visions of this act who have served in 
the navy of the United States shall, 
upon their own application, be permit- 
ted to re-enlist in the naval or marine 
service of the United States with and 
by the approval of the secretary of 
the navy.” 

In accordance with the above. pro- 
Vision of the law, it is directed that 
any man who applies for re-enlistment 
within four months of the date of his 
discharge from the navy or marine 
corps and who was recommended for re- 
enlistment, may be immediately rr- 
enlisted without reference to the navy 
department. If such man has regis- 
tered, the customary notice should bea 
forwarded to his local board. All other, 
applications for re-enlistment should 
be referred to the navy department.

Washington, October 12.—Liberty day 
celebrations today brought uncdunted 
millions to the credit of the nation’s 
six billion dollar war loan, although 
meager official reports available to- 
night added only $77,000,000, making 
the known total to date $2,346,000,000. 

Two-thirds of the campaign is gone 
and less than half the task is per- 
formed. In the remaining week the 
seven days ending next Saturday night 
—$3,700,000,000 must be. pledged by 
persons who have not yet bought or 
who can buy more. More than a half 
billion dollars a day is the rate that 
must be maintained. 

Official figures came tonight only 
from the New York and Chicago fed- 
eral reserve districts showing about 
$50,000,000 and $27,000,000, respectively, 
_edditional subscriptions, not including 
today’s business. These brought the 
New York district’s total to $562,275,- 
150 and the Chicago district’s to $404,- 
454,000. 


Message From Atlanta. 

A message from the Atlanta district 
today was filled with optimism despite 
the fact that this district stands at 
the bottom of all districts in percent- 
age of quota obtained. Official fig- 
ures show that Atlanta has only about 
25 per cent of its quota, but today’s re- 
port said that it was believed thar one.

TO GOVERNORS. 

Chicago, October 12.—Secretary Me- 
Adoo, who arrived in Chicago late 
today to deliver a Liberty Loan speech, 
telegraphed the following appeal to the 
governor of every state in the union 
tonight: 

“One week of the fourth Liberty Loan 
campaign remains and three and a half 
billion dollars have yet to be raised. 
The American people can provide this 
money if they are fully aroused to the 
imperative necessity of doing so. With- 
out the six billion dollars required for 
the fourth Liberty Loan, the great vic- 
tories of our soldiers in France will be 
negatived. The home army must not 
turn the victories of the field army 
into defeats.

He was general freight agent in At- 
lanta for eight years, and his jurisdic- 
tion extended over the entire Southern 
railway system. He was appointed as- 
sistant freight traffic manager in 1912, 
and later was appointed freight traffic 
in January, 1917. Last May 
Mr. Clifton was appointed by B. L. 
Winchell, the regional director of rail- 
roads, as chairman of the southern 
freight traffic committee, with head- 
quarters in Atlanta.

WILSON MARCHES 
AT HEAD OF PARADE 


—- 


Over Million Spectators 
Watch Columbus-Liberty 
Day Procession in New 
York— German Trophies 
Shown. 


New York, October 12.—President 


Wilson, commander-in-chief of the 
American army and navy, marched to- 
day at the head of the American forces 
in the Columbus-Liberty day parade, 
one of the most impressive and in- 
spiring spectacles New Lork has ever 
seen. 

Under a canopy formed by the flags 


of the twenty-two nations arrayed 
against autocracy and with squadrons 
of American airplanes hovering over- 
head, the president stood with 25,000 
fighting men from five continents and 
islands in every sea power over the en- 
tire three-mile line of march along the 
“Avenue of the Allies.” Then, at the 
foot of Fifth avenue, beside the Wash- 
ington arch, he took his place in an 
automobile and reviewed the long col- 
umn. 

| Spectators Over Million. 

The spectators, whose number were 
estimated at more than a million, never 
| ceased cheering. From. the moment 
they caught sight of the shining silk 
i‘ hat, which proclaimed the approach of 
_ the nation’s chief executive until they 
lost sight of it im the distance, the 
men and women hardly paused for 
breath. It seemed as if the city had 
gone mad. 

In according Mr. Wilson what proba- 
bly was the greatest ovation a presi- 
dent of the United States had ever re- 
ceived, men threw their hats into the 
air and yelled themselves hoarse, while 
babies were hvisted on their father’s 
shoulders that they might tell fifty 


years hence of the day they saw the 
president march. 

It was the second time the president 
had marched in a parade down Fifth 
avenue, but when he opened the last 
Red Cross campaign he headed a great 
Jarmy of mercy, while today he led a 
grim legion of fighting men, and be- 
hind them, dragged by motor trucks 
} and tractors, great guns wrested from 
i}the Germans. It was a stern proces- 
sion, typifying “Force to the Utmost” 
that New York staged on Columbus 
day in behalf of the n ation’s Fourth 
and “Fighting” Loan. 

At the head of the line were de- 
tachments of fighting men represent- 
ing twenty-two nationalities. Be-med- 
alled heroes of the French foreign le- 
gion, picturesque Itilian Alpini and 
Bersagleri, veteran Anzacs, battle- 
scarred British Tommies; Poles and 
Czecho-Slovaks ready to die for lib- 
erty, kilted Greek and doughty Serbs, 
gallant Belgians and swarthy Spanish- 
Americans, in uniforms which made 
a riot of color, marched proudly be- 
hind the banners of the nations, which 
are fighting’ autocracy. 

Women War Workers. 


Behind the forejgn divisions march- 
ed women war workers—Red Cross 
nurses, ambalance drivers, munition 
makers, police women and “farmer- 
ettes."” Next in line were the Amer- 
ican military and naval forces, led by 
the commander-in-chief of more than 
thre million bayonets, for although it 
was expected that the president would 
take his place at the very head of the 
column, it seemed that he preferred to 
march directly in front of his own 
nation’s fighting men. 

And a rugged force it was—regi- 
ment after regiment of infantry, ar- 
tillery and engineers with detachments 
from all the other branches which go 
|to make up an army, followed by thou- 
|sands of blue jackets from America’s 
‘fleets. Wit hthe army and navy di- 
visions marched 5,000 stevedores and 
thousands of others engaged in the ar- 
my transport service. 

The foreign veterans who preceded 
them had been cheered until it seem- 
ed that the crowd must have reached 
its vocal limit, but when Perhsing’s 
veterans—soldiers and marines—the 
youthful heroes who had fought and 
bled at Chateau-Thierry and Belleau 
wood to help save Paris from the Huns 
appeared, the crowd went wild with 
enthusiasm. The empty sleeves and 
turned up trouser legs of these gallant 
youngsters brought home to New York- 
ers that war is something more than 
marching men and martial music. 
There were tears in many eyes as 
American wounded rode on guns and 
other engines of destruction captured 
by the Americans in their advance 
through France. 

German Trophies Shown. 


Sight of the German trophies added 
to the crowd’s patriotic fervor. They 
bore such labels as “This gun spoke 
German—and now look at the darn 
thinb;” “A good gun gone wrong,” and 
“Liberty Bonds spiked me.” 

Behind the fighting contingents of 
America and the allies came a proces- 
sion of floats from the New York navy 
yard—great floats with forges throw- 
ing out real sparks; floats with rivet- 
ers in action and small boats under

FORMULA FOR CURE 
OF SPANISH GRIPPE 


Pittsburg, October 12.—In response 
to hundreds of telegrams from medical 
men throughout the country, Dr.

It is a scenic display of the care with 
which the community service surrounds 
the soldier when he leaves his camp. 
It shows the clubs which are open to 
him in every camp city, and provide 
for him reading and writing material, 
free tickets for the movies, and invita- 
tions for the home hospitality, which 
forms another “drop,” just as the stage 
would show it. The interior of the 
American home, with its fireside gath- 
ering of the family, giving the sobdier 
some of the warmth of home, has its 
place next to the illustration of the 
soldier dances, chaperoned by the 
women of the War Camp Community 
Service. Automobile rides for the con- 
valescent soldiers are pictured, and 
even the protection with which the 
service surrounds the soldiers in his 
dealings with the city merchant. 

The entire exhibit is handpainted, 
and the shipment weighed a ton.

Street Car Service 
In Atlanta May Be 
Curtailed Very Soon 


That the street car service in Atlanta 
may be seriously cut duwn unless rain 
comes to relieve the situation within 
the next few days is the belief of the 
officials of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, according to a state- 
ment Saturday. They said that unless 
heavy and continuous rains come it 


will be necessary to follow the example 
of Jacksonville, Macon and Pittsburg 
and cut down the car service. 

In Macon and Jacksonville the cars 
are stopped during the middle of the 
day, and, according to power company 
officials, this method would be imprac- 
ticable in Atlanta, and if the cut should 
come it would take the form of re- 
ducing the number of cars on the lines, 
rather than taking them off entirely 
for any given period. 

The steam plants in Atlanta have 
been bearing all the burden for several 
weeks now, for there is hardly enough 
water in the Tallulah rivér to run one 
of the five big turbines there, and the 
amount of coal is so limited that some 
steps must be taken soon to relieve the 
condition. 

The service of the power company is 
also affected by the shortage of labor, 
it being almost impossible to employ 
aufficient men to operate the cars, 
necessitating many cars to He idle in 
in the 
regular service. 


HOME CARE OF PATIENTS 
DOWN WITH INFLUENZA 


Washington, October i12.—In an ef- 
fort to reduce unnecessary calls on 
Physicians who are being overworked 
because of the epidemic of influenza, 
Surgeon General Blue, of the United 


States public health service, in a state- 
ment tonight, urged the public to rearn 
something about the home care of pa- 
tients ill with the malady. 

With reports today showing the epi- 
demic to be spreading in many parts 
of the country, and with an acute 
shortage of doctors and nurses é¢very- 
where, Surgeon General Blue empha- 
sized that every unnecessary call, 
either on physicians or nurses, makes 
it much harder to meet the urgent 
nooea of the patients who are seriously 


‘The present generation,” said the 
surgeon general, “has been spoiled by 
having had expert medical and nursing 
care readily available. While I cheer- 
fully recognize all the good that has 
been done by our splendidly trained 
graduate nurses, I believe that the pub- 
lic generally has come to rely too much 
on their services and has not inter- 
ested itself sufficiently in studying the 
home care of the sick.’’ 

Every person who feels sick and ap- 
pears to be developing an attack of 
influenza should at once be put to 
bed in a well ventilated room, Surgeon 
General Blue said. If the patient has 
fever a physician should be called, and 
this should be done in any case if the 
patient appears very sick, coughs up 
pinkish sputum, or breathes rapidly and 
painfully. The diet of the patient 
should be light. Quiet and cleanliness 
are essential. 

Attendants of persons having influ- 


enza, the surgeon general said, should 
wear a gauze mask and take all pre- 
cautions to prevent contagion. 

The epidemic today appeared to be 
subsiding in cities along the coast in 
Massachusetts and Virginia, but in the 
middle west and on the Pacific coast 
was reported as spreading. Many new 
cases were reported, in Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Ohio, South Dakota, Minnesota 
and New Mexico. Through the south 
the number of new cases was reported 


Stationary in some localities, while in 
others an increase was noted. At Key 
West, Fla., 900 cases of influenza 
among the civilian population were freo- 
ported. 

Deaths in Washington showed a de- 
crease today, the total number for the 
24-hour period ending at noon being 
65, as compared with 73 yesterday. New 
cases today were 1,344 against 1,473. 
Surgeon General Blue and commission- 
ers of the District of Columbia united 
in a recommendation that the civil 
service commission not call any more 
war workers to Washington until aft- 
er the epidemic subsides. It was said 
the matter will be taken up with Pres- 
ident Wilson upon his return from New 
York with a view to issuance of an 
executive order. 

The total number of deaths from in- 
fluenza and pneumonia in army camps 
at home, reported by the war depart- 
ment today was 864, which was 28 
less than yesterday. New cases of in- 
fluenza were 11,724, or 300 less than 
yesterday. This brings the total re- 
ported since September 13 to 234,868, 
and total deaths from both diseases 
in the same period to 9,199. 

Thefte were 2,780 new cases of in- 
fluenza today, a decrease of 44 over 
yesterday. 

Camp Travis, Texas, with 972, show- 
ed the largest number of new influ- 
enza cases in one day, while Camp’ 
Sheridan, Alabama, reported 1,052 in 
two days.

Community Activities 
And Organized. Service. 


This is, an age of organization. The men of the nation are organized 
for service for the country. The nation is organized to conserve the food 
supply. Every family in the entire country has been called upon to deny 
themselves wheat, fats and sugar in order to help win the war. The rail- 
Toads are organized, the business enterprises of all kinds are highly organ- 
ized, for without this co-operation and unity of purpose nothing could be ac- 
complished -without great waste of effort and efficiency. 

The cities are organized, churches are organized, and the schools must 
be organized. With organization we can see results in a short time and 
can work toward accomplishing definite ends. There has never been a time 
in the history of the world that organization and business unity has been 
SO necessary to success and progress. 

The rural community has been so far about the only thing that has not 
been highly organized. The farmers have been able to get along in some 
sort of a way without organization, by individual effort, but that time is now 
past, and the farmers and their wives are organizing for greater co-opera- 
tion and efficiency. 

The United States government is spending thousands of dollars each 
year, and the amount is increasing yearly, to help the women and girls as 
well as the men and the boys on the farms, to organize their efforts through 
Canning clubs, poultry, corn and cooking clubs, etc. : 


A movement, which has been increasing throughout the south, has been 
n the direction of organizing the people of the rural community. All the 
people meet at the schoolhouse for recreation and a social time, the main 
object, the election of officers and the planning of some definite work which 
they can undertake for the improvement of the school; also to study and 
discuss various lines of thought, such as sanitation and health; how to pre- 
vent diseases; how to conserve the children of the homes and make them 
healthier men and women; how to secure home conveniences; how to can 
food; in fact, to keep up with the new idea of scientific farming and home- 
making. The programs include demonstrations in cooking and canning by 
experts called in from other communities; lectures, debates, music, readings 
and whatever seems to be the need or chief interest of the community. 

The value of such an organization can not be estimated. It is an un- 
derteking that ought to be carried out in every community, no matter how 
scarce the population. These clubs should be organized in every rural 
school, even where there are only eight or ten patrons. In some communi- 
ties where the school is small, two neighboring schools can join together 
in organizing a club, which can meet at one school one month and at the 
other, next month. 

Let us have more of these community school clubs in Georgia. They 
will encourage the teacher and add new life to the school work and to the 
interest of pupils. Through the community clubs the patrons and the school 
will come into closer relationship and the best interest of both will be 
advanced. SUE CHILDS CLEATON.

The Value of the Kindergarten. 


The slogan of the children’s bureau this year has been “Save the Babies,” 
and the buerau of education, with the co-operation of the National Kinder- 
garten association, has now inaugurated a campaign to provide for the train- 
ing of the babies who have already been —— by working for the estab- 
lishment of a kindergarten in every public school. 

The work is one that appeals strongly to the women of the state, and the 
kinder garten movement is one in which club women in particular are much 
interested. It is in accordance with the’ policy of the educational commit- 
tee of the General Federation of Woman’s Clubs and the Georgia State Fed- 
eration has also devoted much time to the question of establishing kinder- 
gartens throughout the state. The National Congress of Mothers, the Par- 
ent-Teacher association and other organizations are also interested, the 
unanimity of opinion on the need for a system of kindergarten education 
being one of the surest indications of its value. 

That the kindergarten is considered an important factor in wartime is 
evidenced by the fact. that congress has recently recognized children by 
making an appropriation to the United States bureau of education to enable 
it to promote kindergarten education in the states and territories of the 
nation. : 

“This act is timely,” says a leaflet issued by the buerau of education, 
“for our people are being rudely awakened to the need of better training 
for citizenship than our boys and girls are now receiving. They realize 


the urgent necessity of properly equiping our children for the tremendous | 
tasks they will be called upon to perform after the war is ended. 

“This country has approximately 4,300,000 children of kindergarten age, 
and only about 600,000 of that number are receiving the systematic training 
which the kindergarten affords and which is the birthright of every child. 

“Elizabeth Harrison, president of the National Kindergarten and Ele- 
mentary college, says: 


“For what end:shall babies rescued from early death be saved? Shall it 
be in order, that they may grow up in the ignorance and inefficiency of 
some of their parents? Let us save the babies by all means (they are by 


far the most important asset of the United States, provided, after having |. 


saved their lives, we can train them into something like good citizenship.” 

In Georgia several kindergartens have been organized under the direc- | 
tion of the clubs, and, notably, in Columbus, have attained a marked degree, 
of success; but the kindergarten facilities throughout the state as a whole | 
are lamentably deficient. 

It is a phase of activity to which the club women may well give atten- 
tion, being satisfied that they are carrying forward not only the work of the 


_ Federation, but of the nation at war as well, for President Wilson says that | 


‘“*he conviction among the allies is that the protection of childhood is es- | 
pential tothe winning of the war.” | 


Why Letters Are Written. ) : 


Letters are written usually for the purpose of securing answers. This | 
may seem the statement of an obvious fact; but, Judging by the difficulty | 
@ncountered by the leaders in club work in theig efforts to establish <corre- | 
spondence with the women of the state, many people seem to think that | 
letters are written merely as a diversion or as a means of utilizing postage ! 
stamps. , 

Unless one has agonized over the reports fgom 350 clubs, or has spent 
good money on hundreds of letters in an effort to find out what the war 
activities of Georgia women are, there can be no realization of the discour- 
aging lack of response to the time, energy and postage spent. 

Few women seent to understand. that letters are sent out for a definite 
purpose, and that the writer is entitled to the courtesy of a reply. Neither 
do they realize that oftentime the failure to answer letters means embar- | 
rassment and chagrin to those who have taken the trouble to write. 

. This is well illustrated in the annual request for reports sent out by 
the president of the Federation. Last year, for instance, Mrs. Black spent 
many weary hours at her desk writing letters to find out about the club 
work and war work of Georgia women. More than eighty clubs failed to 
answer. This reduced the total showing of club women to a marked de- 
gree. The same is true of the reports for the Council of National Defense 
and other organizations, 

At the recent meeting of the executive board of the Federation very 
pointed reference was made to this habit of never answering letters, and the | 
criticisms were just. When hundreds of letters, and even special deliveries 
and telegrams remain unanswered, it means just so much money wasted, 
and in these days waste is absolutely inexcusable. 

Think it over, and next time you receive the letter that does not interest | 
you particularly, perhaps, but which requires an answer, hasten to fulfill ' 
your duty in this respect. 

If you do, perhaps Georgia will stand higher in the list of states which | 
have turned in rep for club work for the Council of Defense, the Liberty |

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Red Cross Registers 


Home Nurses. 


The southern 
of the American 


division of the Red Cross, in union with every other division 
society, is undertaking the very practical and praiseworthy 


work of registering the women of the nation, who are fitted for home nurs- 


ing service, 


with a view to protecting the emergency which may arise today 


in any section of the country, especially in rural communities, in case of dis 
asters of any kind, sudden epidemics, or contagious diseases. 

The departure for foreign service of the trained nurses, and the demand 
for trained nursing existing now in the national cantonments, in the hospitals 
of the larger cities is putting a premium for home service on the woman who 
has any knowledge of nursing or who has any experience in that direction. 
The Red Cross has been asked to make a survey of the necessary factors in 
the daily life of the human family on this side of the water, and the attention 
of the public at large is called to the necessity of aiding the Red Cross in 
securing this registration, as stated by the southern division authorities. 

Sending in a list of such persons, in addition to every trained nurse in 
your town or county, does not mean that the owners of the names will be 
called upon for service of any kind: but it does mean that in case of need 
they may be called upon. Again, even if they should be called upon, listing 
their names with the Red Cross does not mean that they are in any way 


- pledged to service; it means merely that they are known, that their qualifi- 


cations are understood and that some time it is just within the bounds of 
probability that they may be asked to help in some unforeseen emergency. 
It is well understood that the war has withdrawn hundreds of registered or 
trained nurses from the country; their places cannot be filled immediately, 
although nurses are being constantly graduated from accredited hospitals, but 
the needs of the country at this time are such as to tax the nursing capacity 
of its women, whether hospital-trained or not, and in order to do this the 
names of women who are able to nurse, must be known. 

The various Red Cross chapters in the southern division have always 
responded readily and intelligently to every appeal made to them as well 


as to all the demands constantly being directed toward them. 


It is, therefore, 


from the concerted action of the Red Cross chapters that much help is ex- 


pected at this time. 


In order to aid in this particular work being initiated by the southern 
division through its every chapter, the Atlanta chapter has arranged for a 


special nurses’ registration bureau in 


the Red Cross exhibit in the Council 


of Defense exhibit at the Southeastern fair, where nurses may register for 


service. 


: Mrs. R. L. Palmer will be in charge, she having been appointed by 
Dr. Stephen Barnett, of the Atlanta chapter board. 


This registration by the southern division has nothing to do with regis- 
tration of women who desire to study to become nurses, and who are asked to 
enroll with the local Councils of Defense in every county in the state, but it 
asks for the registration of women who have been trained nurses, who hav 
training or experience as nurses, or who, because of natural talents in this 
direction, have nursed as volunteers or paid workers. 

In the war crisis, in the conditions arising continually in communities 
near cantonments, in rural communities from which doctors and nurses have 
gone, it is obvious that the registration of such women should be a matter of 
general concern in which the people of such communities should directly 


concern themselves.

First, all equipment disinfected, 
the launderable articles laundered, and 
then shipped in carload lots to 
reclamation plant, where they are 
sorted, inspected for repairs, ticketed 
and and then sent to the va- 
rious departments. The base reclama- 
tion also maintaing a shoe repairing, 
cot repairing and tent repairing de- 
partments, all of which are now be- 
ing moved to the Ford plant, so that 
all reclamation units will be co-ordi- 
nated under one roof. ; 

The Ford plant is one of the largest 
and most modern in the south. Being 
well lighted, well ventilated and well 
heated, it is the logical place to carry 
on such a work as the depot quarter- 
master’s department has undertaken 
here. Several hundred additional 
workers are wanted at once at this 
plant, the greatest need being for 
seamstresses and power machine oper- 
ators.

SAVING WHILE WASTING. 


While the armies of the world are in a 
life-and-death grapple in Europe, and while 
every ounce of energy and every item of our 
national resources are needed, and needed 
badly, in the effective performance of our 
part in that struggle; this part of the coun- 
try is suffering from a wastage of its poten- 
tial forces so great as to become alarming. 

We have here an economic problem so 
tremendous in its way that it can hardly be 
grasped; and its greatness is only intensi- 
fied by comparison with the very simplicity 
of its possible solution. 

It has been brought suddenly before us 
in bold relief by the order of the war in- 


} dustries board, effective last Friday and to 


continue in effect indefinitely, curtailing to 
the minimum the consumption of electric 
current in Atlanta and vicinity. ; 
By this order every night is to be “light- 
less’’ night in Atlanta. 
More than that, in compliance with the 
industrial consumers of 


order, retail 


over five horsepower of electric en- 
ergy, except those engaged in the preser- 
vation of food, will not be allowed to op- 
erate except between 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and noon; and no stores nor other re- 
tail establishments, with the exception of 
drug stores, fruit stands, cigar stands, res- 
taurants, bakeries and confectionery stores, 
will be allowed to use electricity after 6 
o’clock p. m. on week days and 9 o'clock on 
Saturdays. 

This is a drastic measure, but one that 
is unquestionably justified by the serious- 
ness of the situation it is intended to 
ameliorate: . The situation superinduced by 


the alarming shortage of coal. 


.Of course, every man, firm or business 
enterprise affected will submit to the in- 
hibition in the same spirit of patriotism 
that actuates those imposing it.

Hundreds of them did that—and wisely, 
too, because from every point of view hydro- 
electric power is superior to steam; and 
they did it at a cost of many thousands of 
dollars. | 

Now these same plants are confronted 
by the alternative of virtually shutting 
down or of reinstalling steam power equip- 
ment and thus face the uncertainties of the 
future coal situation! 

Some of them are doing that, because 


the nature of their business, perhaps, ne-. 


cessitates continuous operation or none at 
all. And yet the material, the energy and 
the cost that goes into these new steam 
equipments and their installation represents 
a corresponding loss from the forces enter- 
ing into the prosecution of the war. 


And yet, since last January—it is unnec- 
essary to reckon farther back than that— 
in the Piedmont and mountainous sections 
of north Georgia alone, enough potential 
hydro-electric energy in the form of unhar- 
nessed water has poured and sung and thun- 
dered its listiess, idie way, unused, past the 
very doors of these now crippled industrial 
plants and manufactories, flowing uselessly 
and wasted into the sea, not only to turn 
every spindie and every wheel of industry, 
but also to propel every train of cars that 
rums on every railroad serving this terri- 
tory! | 

Why? | 

Simply because of our criminal wasteful- 
ness and criminal lack of foresight or enter- 
prise or both !—simply because somebody, 
the people, the industrial corporations, the 
state or the federal government, has not 
seen to it that those wasting waters were 
impounded, harnessed and put to a use for 
which God Almighty intended them: To 
supply the needs and comforts of man!

But we let it run wiid and to no purpose 
whatever; and now our industries have 
either to shut down at tremendous loss to 
themselves and the whole community, or 
else at tremendous expense re-equip for a 
source of power that is itself uncertain, 
inferior, primitive, and that ought to be 
a thing of the past! 


And all because the few puny power 
reservoirs we have are low as a result of a 
long dry season.

THE NEGRO AND THE WAR. 


There is no element of society, no na- 
tionality or race, that has more at stake in 
the outcome of the war than the negro, and 
that he realizes it is shown in his Liberty 
Bond response.

Instead of nibbling at the Prussian bait 
he bought Liberty Bonds and Thrift Stamps, 
raised increased food crops for the allies 
and joined the army! 


Then the Prussian thought he would 
make short shrift of the colored man on the 
battlefield. 


“Send your negroes over here and let 
my soldiers shoot them down,” was a sug- 
gestion the kaiser boastfully made to his 
American dentist, Dr. Davis. 


But again the negro fooled the Hun: for 
instead of proving easy marks for the sol- 
diers the colored troops have outfought and 
outgamed the adversary upon every occa- 
sion of face-to-face combat between them!

J. Scott, formerly of Tuskegee institute, but 
now a special assistant secretary of war, 
who, in an appeal to the members of his 
race to subscribe for Fourth Liberty Loan 
bonds to the maximum extent of their capa- 
bility, said:

In the ordinary course of life we 
our individual lives conscious only of rela- 
tions to dependence upon a few people. 
A community catastrophe, such as a great 
fire or a malignant epidemic, instantly re- 
veals the consciousness that we are living 
a life of much larger relations and depen- 
dences than we had dreamed—that we are 
mutually dependent upon the same condl- 
tion for health and happiness.

It meant readjustment 
in the entire physical 
nations of the earth. 
And not simply in the physical world 
was this true, but the spiritual life of the 
race felt the profound shock. Old opinions, 


‘sentiments, convictions, standards gnd ideals 


with which men had comfortably lived felt 
the rude shock of war and were thrown into 
confusion. When Germany struck Belgium, 
she struck the human race and the blow 
quivered through the body and the soul of 
an aroused and conscious humanity. 

Then came the real test of Christianity. 
Ts it a universal religion? The Christ 
teaching is unmistakable. Despite the su- 
perficial distinctions of nationalities, the 
race is one family. All the real interests 
of life are human and all the real prob- 
lems are human. The every-day questions 
of what shall we eat and where withal shall 
we be clothed, must now come to us in the 
form, what shall a world eat and how shall 
a race be clothed? Deeper than that. It 
has been revealed in letters of fire that lib- 
erty and Prosperity, peace and happiness 
are not individual or even national interests.

This is the test of discipleship to 
Him who died upon a cross for all men. 
That call comes with unique and compelling 
force to America, for her fundamental creed 
is that “all men are equal in their inalien- 
able right to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness.” Our president answered for 
us in those immortal words: “The day is 
come when America 4s privileged to spend 
her Blood and her treasure for the princi- 
ples which gave her birth.”

Somewhere, rumbling about in the Ger- 
man soldier's think box, is the idea that the 
American soldiers are a species of wild In- 
dian fighter that kills, tortures, or at least 
abuses his prisoners. Sometimes it amounts 
to belief and sometimes it is only a sua-

| THE GERMAN DEFENSE SYSTEMS

Allied People Are Warned 
“That Talk of “Peace by 
Christmas,” or Any Other 
Date Before Germany’s 
Military Power Is Over- 
thrown, Is Dangerous 


TEUTONIC WAR LORDS 


NOT READY TO QUIT 


They Will Not Accept 
Terms Which Would Les- 
sen Their Power Until 
Forced to Do So by Sur- 
render — They Will Use 
the Winter Strengthening 
Their Lines.

For three months, ever since Foch 
launched Mangin in the decisive coun- 
ter thrust south of Soissons, our ar- 
mies, the armies of all the nations 
fighting Germany, have been marching 
from victory to victory. Since Napo- 
leon was defeated at Leipsic, a cen- 
tury ago, there has been no such amaz- 
ing transformation in military history 
as we have seen in something less 

than a hundred days. 

AS a consequence of military events 
and the resulting peace offensive, both 
Austrian and German, there has de- 
veloped everywhere, but particularly in 
this country, where there has been no 
such series of disappointments as have 
tempered European optimism in the 
past four years, a quickly mounting 
conviction that the war is rapidly com- 
ing to an end and that the present 
will prove the last campaign. 

On the face of the military situation 
as it now exists this belief seems to me 
unwarranted, and I purpose in this ar- 
ticle to lay stress upon the military 
reasons why it seems inevitable, on the 
basis of things as they now appear, that 
there will be one more campaign, and a 
campaign likely to make a supreme de- 
mand atike upon the human, the ma- 
terial and the moral resources of the 
nations at wap. 

Chance for Quick Victory. 

It is well to recognize at the outset 
that there exists a remote but still 
patent chance that the German armies 
may in the two or three weeks left for | 
active campaigning be decisively de- 
feated, meet a colossal Waterloo or 
Sedan. Marshal Foch is unquestion- 
ably striving for a decisive victory, a 
win-the-war success, exactly like that 
sought by Ludendorff in the opening 
months of the campaign. Under the 
terrific pressure which is being exert- 
ed German military strength may col- 
lapse at any moment, but I do not be- 
lieve there is one chance in fifty of 
such a collapse, given the practical cer-, 
tainty that within three weeks the 
weather conditions will place a final 
veto on further general offensive move- 
ments. If we had two months, or three, 
then the chances vould be even, but 
we have, perhaps, no more than a fort- 
night. 

In the same fashion political devel- 
opments between November and March 
may make further fighting unneces.. 
sary.. Germany may surrender: she 
may offer the same proposals which 
have been accepted from Bulgaria, and 
she may be forced to offer such terms 
because of internal conditions, con- 
cerning which we are at best only im- 
perfectly informed. Again, it seems 
to me that such a surrender is almost 
out of the reckoning, but not quite, 
and, of course, if Germany surrenders 
there will be no more fighting. 

Must Face Situation. 

But we have to face the situation 
whieh we have deliberately created. As 
a nation we have said, and we have 
meant, that short of a German surren- 
der we will not make peace with Ger- 
many. We have clearly demonstrated 
that we mean to continue the battle 
untfl the capacity of the German army 
for resistance is exhausted, until the 
German people are compelled to recog- 
nize that the doctrine of force invoked 
by them at the outset is altogether 
false, that their army cannot conquer 
the world, that it is not even strong 
enough to defend Germany herself 
against the collective strength ot 
aroused civilization. 

This means, if it means anything, 
that short of the destruction of Ger- 
man military power by a victorious 
battle, or series of battles, peace can 
only be attained by the unconditional 
surrender of the German people to the 
will of the nations which are now at 
war with them, a complete resignation 
of all power to resist, an unqualified 
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consent to accept when their armies 
have been demoralized and their con- 
quered provinces evacuated the decis- 
ions of their enemies in the matter of 
the payment for past crimes and the 
guarantees for the future safety of,the 
world. : 

In sum, Germany must resign not 
merely her grandoise dreams of Mittel- 
europa, not merely her domination of 
Russia, still continuing, but she must 
resign in the world, for the present, 
that position which has been creatéd by 
a long series of aggressive wars and 
has enabled her from the treaty of 
Frankfort to that of Brest-Litovsk to 
dominate European counsels. She must 
see the economic edifice which she cre- 

ted in Europe and out of it at the ex- 
pense of her neighbors and by the use 
of threats and blackmail, propaganda 
and corruption, demolished. She must 
consent to return to many of the con- 
ditions existing before the Franco- 
Prussian war) politically, and in a sense

economically, and she must consent to 
have her future, during the period of 
the new settlement, determined by the 
nations whom she has attacked. This 
is what surrender means: It means 
that the German must submit his will! 
to that of civilization and take his; 
chance. 
Facts Analyzed. 

Now, does the military situation war- 
rant the expectation of such a surren- 
der at the close of the present cam- 
paign? Let us analyze the facts. We 
have by our victories of July deprived : 


the German of the initiative, not for 
the time being, but for the balance of 
the: war. We have by our August of-' 
fensives turned him out of the lines of | 
1916, on which he accepted battle. We 
are at the present moment swéeping! 
him out of the Hindenburg line. It is‘ 
already clear that he will end the cam-., 
paign at the Meuse and the Belgian' 


frontier, and he has in two months and, 
a half lost more than a quarter of a'! 
million prisoners, nearly four thousand 
guns and war material without meas- 
ure. 

On the basis of what has happened 
since July 18, on the west front, we 
are justified in demanding and expect- 
ing that Germany will consent te evac- 
uate the rest of Frafice and all of Bel- 
gium, abandon all claim for indemnity 
or for the return of any of her lost 
colonies. Meantime, in the east, the 
victory of the army of the Orient has 
eiiminated Bulgaria and broken the 
German edifice of Mitteleuropa into 
fragments. Coincident with this disas- 
ter has been the defeat of the Turk in 
Palestine and the creation of a situa- 
tion which must inexorably lead to the 
surrender of Turkey on Bulgarian 
terms, and the final liquidation of the 
estates of Germany’s eastern allies on 
the terr@s of Germany’s allies. 


Serbia to Be Free. 


At no distant date all of Serbia will 
be free, all of Bulgaria will be in our 
hands, the Turks will have surrendered 
or be at our mercy; Mitteleoropa, which 
yesterday reached the Euphrates and 
the Jordan, will end at the Carpathians 
and the Danube. Germany has only 
her Russian conquests left, and upon 
these her hold is precarious, while she 
has now to guarantee her Austrian ally 
against Rumanian as well as allied at- 
tacks at the south. And unless she can 
do this she must expect to see Austria 
at no distant time make a separate 
peace or fall into anarchy and ruin. 

At the presentt moment, then, Ger- 
many and her Austrian ally must and 
unquestionably will make peace, if they 
can, on the basis of 1914. But we are 
all of us in America and Europe agreed 
that the basis of 1914 must not be re- 
stored. We mean to erect a stronger 
Rumania, a greater Serbia, to bar for- 
ever Teutonic expansion toward the 
south; we have recognized the Czecho- 
Slovaks in Bohemia, we have given un- 
mistakable pledges with respect to Po- 
land, we have in a very large measure 
committed ourselves to a program 
which, in liv¥erating the Slavs of Austria 
and the Poles of Russia, insures the dis- 
solution of the Hapsburg empire and 
the erection of a Polish barrier to Teu- 
tonism in the east. 

In the present mood of the world it 
seems to me unmistakable that any list 
of peace conditions would include a Po- 
land which reached the Baltic at Danzic 
and comprehended Posen as well as 
western Galicia. In the same fashion 
we have accepted the view that the 
Jugo-Slavs shall occupy all of the Adri- 
atic Littoral save for the portions which 
belong rightfully toItaly. We have de- 
termined taht Alsace-Lorraine shall 
return to France, and we have resolved 
that Germany shall pay dollar for dol- 
lar and brick for brick for the terrible 
devastations of her army in Belgium 
and in France. 


Germany Weakened. 


All of this means but one thing. It 
means that the Germany which emerges 
from this war will be weakened as no 
other nation at war will be weakened, it 
means that the Germans will have to 
lay aside all the dreams which they 
have cherished for half a century, 
dreams of world power, and accept con- 
ditions growing out of their conduct of 
the war which will for a generation 
leave Germany crippled. I do not think 
there is a single one of the conditions 
which I have sketched above which is 


‘Germany are bound to fight on, 


not consonant with the conscience and 
the sense of justice of civilization. I do 
not think any one of them is non-essen- 
tial to the making of a safe peace and

an honorable peace, a peace which shall 
Zuarantee the world against another 
tragedy. But granted all this, is the 
German military situation 80 bad that 
Germany will accept such terms? 

I do not believe this is the case. On 
the contrary the German armies, de- 
spite great reverses, are still numer- 
ous, powerful, capable of sustained re- 
sistance. They have before them a 
whole winter for recuperation after a 
few weeks more of fighting, and they 
have behind them admirable lines of 
resistance still far outside of German 
territory. If we conceive that the Ger- 
mans will halt at the line of Antwerp- 
Tournai-Mezieres-Metz, at the end of 
the present campaign. we may see 
them standing on the far shorter and 
stronger line of Antwerp, Brussels, 
Namur-Mezieres-Metz in the spring, or 
even at the line of the Meuse from 
Holland to the front north of Verdun, 
and behind this line is the line of the 
Ardennes. Last of all there is the line 
of the Rhin€, strong, as we all know, 
and certain to be strengthened in the 
next months. 

It is not conceivable that the Ger- 
man general staff will calculate that 
it can break the force of allied at- 
tack between the Scheldt and the Ger- 
man frontier by the end of one more 
campaign and that an exhausted world 
will, at last, consent to peace by ne-

1919 Campaign Certain. 
Short of a military victory this year, 
wholly improbable, I believe that there

will be a campaign of 1919 because the 
only conditions on which we are willing 
to make peace with Germany are con- 


ditions which the mass of the Germans 
‘will mot accept until their capacity for 
military resistance has been exhausted, 
and that is far from the case at the 
present moment. Frederick the Great 
and Louis XIV. successfully defied Eu- 
rope, after terrible defeatg and even 
invasions. Germany hopes now to make 
peace on the basis of things as they 
were in 1914. while keeping alive the 
possibility of profiting from the de- 
struction of Russia. But this means 
nothing more nor less than that Ger- 
many will consent to abandon now what 
she feels that she cannot accomplish 
in the present war, and that she will 
begin on the morrow of peace to prepare 
a new &ttack upon civilization, building 
on the same foundations on which she 
built in the years before‘the present 
struggle. 

There is no middle ground for com- 
promise between’ the world and the 
German: not to break his military 
power or compel him to surrender is 
to consent to the continued existence of 
his military machine, is to leave open 
for the future all the old avenues of 
attack upon democracy. Victory is not 
and will not be geographical. Frederick 
the Great lost Berlin, but won his war 
and retained Silesia. Victory is not 
comparative; it is in the nature of 
things absolute. The destruction of 
German militarism is the destruction of 
the German army, whether by defeat 
on the battlefield or by even more 
ignominious snrrender in advance of 
the final blow. 

Looked aft calmly, our successes since 
July 18 are only a degree more im- 
pressive than those of Ludendorff before 
that date. We have not yet progressed 
as far north of the Hindenburg line as 
the German got south of it in the 
spring. He took over 200,006 prisoners 
and 2,500 guns; we have taken 250,000 
prisoners and 3,500 guns. He has Bel- 
gium behind him and the lines of the 
Meuse, Ardennes and the Rhine. He 
arrived within forty miles of Paris: we 
are not yet as near as that to Brus- 
sels. He has lost a campaign, but we 
have lost the campaigns of 1915, 1916 
and 1917. Bulgaria has quit him, but 
Russia has quit us. Turkey is falling, 
but Belgium, Serbia and Rumania fell 
and still ‘we endured. 

Now, the mortal factor canot be es- 
timated and cannot be exaggerated in 
its importance. The German may be 
morally conquered, but there is yet no 
sign of it. He is fighting doggedly, 
determinedly, and his defense is not a 
shade weaker than our defense between 
March 21 and July 15. He is fighting, 
now with the idea of victory in his 
head, but with a growing consciousness 
of what absolute defeat means. Hle 
sees about him the ruins of Belgian 
and French cities and provinces; he 
knows that the same ruin or the price 
of the ruin must be found in Germany. 
His courage may depart or a wild and 
agonized determination to avert im- 
pending national ruin may fire him to 
still more determined resistance. 

No Peace Now. 

I find about me a growing conviction 
that the war is over and that we are 
seeing the last phase of the decisive 
battle—that ‘peace by Christmas” is 
assured. It may be so, but itis at least 
as likely that we are seeing the end of 
one more campaign in which there has 
been no ultimate decision, no breaking 
of thearmedresistance and no taming 


of the will of the opponent. For my- 
self, I expect to see a campaign of 


1919; I believe the German will still be 


in arms and fighting desperately when 
next spring comes, and that it will take 
all of our best strength to break his 
military power next year in a full and 
terrible campaign. 


Negotiated peace is and will remain 
possible, if we are willing to make it, 
at any moment now. Between the 
present hour and the opening of the 
next campaign the German terms will 
grow more and more reasonable. The 
German maneuver to catch the weak, 
the blind, the weary of the enemy na- 
emy nations, to break the home front 
as it was broken in 1917, will be re- 
peated. But the German is not likely 
to accept the only terms which he can 
obtain, because he is almost certain 
to conclude that he would do better to 
risk all the consequences of another 
campaign rather than accept terms 
which will not have become materially 
harsher if he fights and loses next sum- 
mer and may be greatly modified, if he 
fights and postpones a military deci- 
sion. 


This much, at least, is to be said ®and 
must be said: It would be the heighth 
of folly to make any calculation of any 
sort based upon the assumption that 
this year will see the end of the strug- 
gle. Two evils would instantly flow 
from such a calculation. Insensibly but 
inevitably war effort would slacken, 
and equally inevitably disappointment 
would weaken our moral strength next 
year. By each of these weaknesses the 
enemy would profit; by both he might 
succeed in escaping from the defeat 
which must come if the war is to be 
ended properly. 


Reading history one may see that bad 
as is the German’s present posture, na- 
tions have es@aped from worse, as did 
Prussia in the Seven Years’ war. That 
Victory which, now assured, is only as- 
sured if we increase rather than lessen 
our effort and strengthen rather than 
weaken our determination, Two years 
ago we were just as sure of immediate 
victory as now and with almost as 
sound reasons. Then the German peace 
offensive surprised and routed us. A 
new German peace offensive is in prep- 
aration and there is the same peril. 


Optimism Dangerous. 


Constant victory, the interminable 
reports of the forecasts of captured 
Germans, the large scale map, the cata- 
logue of captured positions, all these 
build up an optimism, natural, within 
limits useful, but dangerous when it 
gives rise to unbounded confidence in a 
speedy and complete collapse of the 
enemy. It took the Leipsic campaign 
of 1813, the Marne campaign of 1814 
and the Waterloo campaign of 1815 to 


rid Europe of Napoleonic peril and to 
destroy the Napoleonic legend. If we 
have won the Leipsic campaign this 
summer we “have done nothing more. 
We have not advanced a foot in Ger- 
many: we are still demanding that the 
German make peace on the basis of 
what we expect to do, not what we have 
done and not what he believes we can 
do. Our victory is still limited, our 
terms absolute. 

In sum, on the military side no allied 
sueces up to the present hour supplies 
anv conclusive or impressive evidence 
that the German army can be decis- 
ively beaten this year or that it will 
surrender rather than bear the cost 
in blood of another campaign. On the 
political side the peace conditions, 
which we are agreed must be imposed 
upon Germany, are such that the Ger- 
mans may not improbably prefer to risk 


al) the sacrifices and burdens of 
other vear in the hope of escaping our 


an- § 


present terms, satisfied that even if 


they lose that campaign tney can hardly 
face much stiffer terms. On the moral 
side we know little, but two years ago, 
when we were counting upon a moral 
collapse of the German, our own morale 


i broke down in Russia and Italy and was 


severely shaken in France and in 
Britain as a result of the German peace 
offensive. 

Feoled by Germans. 

All through this war there has been 
nothing more striking than the utter 
failure of the people of the two con- 
tending groups to grasp in any degre 
the actual state of mind wf the enemy. 
We have been wrong just as often as 
the German. We have again and again 
been convinced that German masses 
were eager for a surrender peace. we 
have been convinced that a starving 
Germany was on the point of throwing 
off its rulers and embracing democraey 
and peace, and at the critical moment 
we have found that we had calculated 
on our hopes rather than with regard 
to the facts. 

Today the German people may be 
willing to surrender, they may compel 
their generals and their statesmen tv 
abandon the struggle and pay the prices 
of surrender. They may, on the other 
hand, be in the mood of France after 
Sedan, when the,people rose to the de-. 
fense of the nation. Until the German’ 
army is decisively beaten we shali net 
be assured of peace, and the German 
army is much further from decisive 
defeat than was French military power 
after the opening disasters of 1870. Wea’ 
have never yet failed to blunder when 
we based our military and political 
calculations upon what we believed to 
be the German state of mind and th», 
German situation materially, and all 
our past mistakes have led to disas- 
trous disappointments. 

No Compromise. 

- The issue between the Germans’ anid 
ourselves is one that cannot be settled 
by compromise. Either he or we must 
surrender, and for either surrender 
means the abandonment of national! 
faith. Bernhardi said nearly a decade’ 
ago that the issue of the next war for 
Germany would be “world power or| 
downfall.” Time has not changed thet 
issues, nor can the German now escapes, 
downfall by any other means than 
arms. Therefore, it seems wisest to 
believe that he will fight on until -he 
ca fight no more, conscious that his 
fate then will be but little worse than 
it would he should he surrender now 

“As I ciose this article, on Monday. 
October 7, the world is discussing the 
latest German peace offensive. But 
nothing which has yet been disclosed 
with respect to this offensive modifies 
the views expressed above and in earlier 
articles. Germany is seeking to acquire 
immunity for the past and preaerve Frer 
army and the Prussian tradition for 
the future. She proposes new surrender, 
but compromise. She is willing to bar- 
gain, but the very proposal to bargain 
indicates that she does not believe that 
surrender is necessary. 

By the campaign of 1918 we have 
brought Germany to the point of re- 
signing her plan to impose her terms 
of victorious peace upon a conquered 
world. I see nothing now to suggest 
that short of the campaign of 1919 we 
can bring the enemy to accept thos 
terms which we all agree must be the 
foundation of the future, the basis of 
any just and enduring peace. We hav: 
driven the wild beast back into the 
jungle, but he will return if we do not 
pursue him into his own fastnesses

ination. For many months Napoleon 
believed that he could wear out his 
foes, that he could separate them by 
playing upon their mutual rivalries; he 
believed that France would rise against 
the invader in 1814 as it did in 1792. 
His calculations were wrong, but the 
German general staff is not likely to 
see more accurately. 

It seems to me that the decision of 
the world, of the allied world; with 
respéct to Germany is so clear, so def- 
inite and so fatal to German hopes, 
to German future, that those who rule 
be- 
cause between the terms which are now 
obtainable and those which would be 
obtainable after military feat, com- 
plete defeat, There is no great mar- 
gin of difference, and there is stil], 
for them, the chance, remote but real, 
that they may escape the decisive de- 
feat and endure until war weariness 
and domestic unrest in allied countries 
make peace by negotiation inevitable. 
And peace by negotiatién means the 
salvage for Germany of much, of very 
much, from the wreck. 

As I see it, the situation is this: 
The German general staff expects to 
escape any decisive defeat this year 
and to stand with its main mass of 
armies still unbroken on some strong 
defensive system when bad weather 
closes the campaign of 1918. Despite 
its losses of men, material and terri- 
tory, it will then claim that it has 
defeated the allied effort to win a de- 
cision and that it has demonstrated 
that no decision is possible and that 
the war must go on indefinitely at a 
terrible cost unless it is ended by ne- 
gotiation. Then will begin a period 
of reorganization by the German ar- 
mies for the next campaign and the 
fortification of new lines on the basis 
of the lessons of the present campaign. 

Meantime, Berlin and Vienna wil] 
launch a tremendous peace offensive de- 
signed to separate the rulers of the 
various, countries, that is, the leareds 
from their people. They will make 
every conceivable verbal concession, 
put aside all claims for profit them- 
selves and argue that only the imperi- 
alistic ambitions of their foes prevent 
the making of peace, Such an offensive 
will certainly have a great effect in 
Germany: we shall have to be on our 
guard to preverrtt_ its making progress 
in our own countries. 

We may assume that the peace offen- 
sive will-fail; we may assume that the 
allied nations will stand firm and insist 
upon a complete surrender as the only 
condition of peace. Then, when spring 
comes, Germany will have made her 
plans for another campaigr; she will 
retire to her selected positions, leaving 
devastated districts behind her, and 
strive to break our first offensive blows 
as she broke those of Nivelle and Haig 
in 1917. All of her still considerable 
resources will go into this first effort, 
and the German leaders may calculate 
that thex prolong the fighting for an- 
other whole summer and see the cam- 
paign end with the Germans at last 
within their own boundaries, out of 
Alsace-Lorraine and behind the Rhine. 
In such a situation Germany may hope 
and will hope that peace can be had 


without surrender, with her position 


with respect to Russia unshaken and 
with the essential integrity of Austria 
assured. This would be a far better 
ending to the war than is now obtain- 


able. And there is always the possi- 
bility, certain to be counted upon bv 
Germany, that some allied nation would 
weary, that, for example. the new elec- 
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sixty-mile an hour express train ina SECOND!

When the true relation of turn-over 
to costs and profits is understood, it 
is found that the common impression is 
a mistaken one. As a matter of fact, 
goods sold at very wide margins may 
actually be sold at a Joss; and goods 
sold at narrow margins less than the 
cost of doing business for the store 
as a whole, may be good profit-mak- 
ers. 

How does the rate of turn-over on 
individual articles affect the cost of 
selling these different articles? The 
answer to this question in the fact that 
some items of selling expense depend 
primarily on the stock of an article 
usually carried: whereas, other items 
of selling expense depend principally 
upon the volume of sales of the indi- 
vidual articles. Such items as _ rent, 
light, heat, depreciation and interest 
on capital, depend primarily on the 
amount of stock carried at any one 
time. Salesmen’s salaries, delivery ex- 
penses, wrapping paper and twine and 
losses from bad debts, depend primar!l- 
ly upon the yolume of sales. 


Selling Expense.

Merchants are generally coming to 
realize that the surest way to get sub- 
stantial net profits is to develop a 
rapid turn-over. Annual net profits 
do not depend so much on the mar- 
gins taken on the goods at any one 
time as on the number of times the 
profit is made during the year. 

YA retail jeweler may make a net 
profit of 5 per cent on each turn-over, 
but he may turn his stock only twice 
a year. This means a profit of 10 per 
“+ cent on capital invested in stock. A 

‘retail grocer may make a net profit 
of only 2 per cent on each stock turn, 
but he may turn his stock ten times a 
year, thus yielding a profit of 20 per 
cent on capital invested in merchan- 
dise. 

The rapidity of turn-over largely ac- 
i counts for the varying costs of doing

A retail grocer has about. the lowest 
eost of doing business because he has 
the most rapid turn-over; the retail 
jeweler has about the highest cost of 
doing business because his rate of 
turn-over is so slow. The store with 
a high cost of doing business has to 
take out a wide margin not only to 
cover this high operating cost, but also 
to vield a sufficient profit on capital | 
in spite of a slow turn-over.

_ Germans Are Destroying 
French-Belgian Towns 
As Peace Preparation 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

New York, October 12.—(Special.)— 
We should be a-very naive people, in- 
deed, quite as stupid as Von Papen de- 
clared, if we did not understand exactly 
what the German campaign of fire and 
©xplosion in northern France means. 
The German is getting ready to make 
peace, and this is his idea of the fash- 
ion in which to prepare for the end of 
hostilities. 

In German logic, ‘the situation is 
this: At no distant time hostilities 
will be over and then the business of 
manufacture and trade will begin 
again. When this business begins the 
‘German will once more have to compete 
with the rest of the world. Among his 
competitors are the manufacturers of 
northern France and of Belgium. This

the power remains in his hands, to 
abolish all chance of future competi- 
tion. 

Began Preparations Leng Age. 

Against such an eventuality he be- 
gan his preparations long ago. In the 
winter of 1914-16 he removed all the 
machinery from the great manufactur- 


coing and transported it back to Ger- 
many. He has continued this system- 
atic spoilation of the industrial estab- 
lishments of France and Belgium ever 
since. Now he is going one step fur- 
ther and destroying the buildings in 
which the machinery was originally in- 
stalled and the cities in which the in- 
dustries were conducted. 


The region through which the Ger- 
man is now retreating is one of the 
great industrial districts of Europe. 
Lille, Tourcoing and Roubaix, practi- 
cally constituting a single city of over 
400,000 inhabitants, are the great in- 
dustrial towns of France. Cambrai, 
Douai and a score of smaller places, 
now in’the war news, are similarly 
busy centers of French manufacture. 
Lens, whose complete ruin has been re- 
ported, is the cnief coal mining town 
of France. Scattered about it are the 
smaller villages, which with Lens sup- 
ply almost all of the coal essential to 
French industry. Between these vari- 
ous cities and towns run many canals, 
— in the transportation of mate- 
rial. 

Now the factories, the mines, the ca- 
nals are all being systematically de- 
storyed. together with the cities in the 
district. ; 

Everything of the smallest value, 
which could be moved, has been moved 
back to Germany; what could not, be 
moved is being ruined or abolished by 
fire and dynamite. 

Calculation of the German. 


It is the German’s calculation that 
when he has completed this work of 
systematic and deliberate destruction 
of industrial France and industrial Bel- 

ium it will be a matter of years be- 
ore either can be restored. In these 
years German manufactures will prof- 
it by the absence of French and Bel- 
gian competition, and in this way the 
burden of the war -will be transferred 
from German to French and Belgian 
backs. 

It is essential that this whole pro- 
gram, and it is a program, should be 
fully appreciated by the American peo- 
ple; When he has completed his task 
of devastation, the German expects to 
make peace. He expects to be able 
to explain that such ruin as has come 
to France and Belgium is that nart- 
ural, if regrettable, consequence of 
war. He will weep over this ruin as 
the kaiser wept for Louvain, for 
Rheims and for much else, but he 
means to keep up his campaign of 
arson to the very last moment. 

More than all this, the very best 
incentive to the German industry in 
destruction at the present hour is the 
ever insistent declaration in many 
quarters that there must be no reprisal 
at the end of the war; no punishment 
which will hurt German feelings, and 
therefore lessen the chance for an en- 
during league of nations to function. 
From the very outset of the struggle 
the German has capitalized the human- 
ity and the civilized instincts of his 
foes. He is making full use of these 
sentiments now. 

Thinks He Can Get Away With It. 


The simple truth is that the German 
thinks that he can lay waste to north- 
ern France and get away with it un- 
scathed, even rewarded in his own 
pocket, because he relies upon. the 
idealism of his foes and particularly 
of the president, to protect him from 
all the consequences of his crimes and 
enable him to make his calculated 
profit out of the elimination of the 
, ©ustrial competition of the nations 
which he has attacked. 

There is not the smallest element of 
accident in what is now taking place 
in northern France and Belgium. Cities 
and towns are not being destroyed as 
a result of battle. They are being 
systematically reduced to ashes in ac- 
cordance with the finishing touches of 
the torch-bearer and the mine-layer. 

Is it conceivable that any American, 
high or low, can be deceived by any 
German words, after the recent reve- 
lation of German deeds? And we are 
only at the beginning of the disclosure. 
We are just entering Belgium and in 
the next few weeks the story of Ger- 
man crime and oppression in Belgium 
will stagger humanity. Four years of 
slavery, despoilation, murder and worse 
than murder are to be unfolded when 
our liberating armies reach Brussels, 
Antwerp and Liege, 

The German believes he can make 
peace before these facts are sufficiently 
known to give decisive character to 
the terms of that peace he now seeks. 
He believes that while French cities 
are in ashes and French factories ,in 
ruins, he can in his own factories, 
freed from all French or Belgian compe- 
tition dominate world industry, as he 
tried to dominate world politics. He 
believes that having reduced the mer- 
chant marine of the world by his un- 
restricted submarine warfare, he can 
coin money for his own shipping, which 
will take the place of the lost enemy 
boats. 

Germans Haven’t Yet Lost War. 


The German has lost the battle, he 
knows it quite as well as we know it, 
but he has not yet lost the war. He is 
preparing for peace, but his prepara- 
tions are being made in French and 
Belgian cities. 

Are we going to let him get away 
with it? If we do, what people will 
resist the next German attack? Cer- 
tainly not the French or the Belgians— 
and on this as well as on industrial 
profits from devastation the German 
counts. 

“We must deal with France in such 
fashion that she will never cross our 
pathway again,” Bernhardi wrote, and 
to this end Ludendorff is ever laboring.

OU who read this may at tne moment be await- 

ing eagerly a letter from some boy in France. 

You will, if you are closely interested in one of 
America’s sons at the front, await every letter with 
eagerness. You may grumble at the slowness of the 
mails, or wonder why he doesn’t write. 

It is natural that you should feel this,way. But 
have you paused to think—you in the snug harbor of 
home—that there is one thing more important than 
his letters to you, important as you think these are? 
That more important thing is represented by your 
letters to him. 

It is the soldier who is most in need of letters. 

Much as you appreciate a letter from him he ap- 
preciates the letter from you ten times as mack. He 
MUST have letters from home. 

It is safe to say that letters FROM home will be 
one of the big factors in winning the war. To begin 
to realize this you have only to talk face to face with 
men who have “been over” or to listen to specific word 
that comes back from France and Italy and other 
parts of the world where American fighting men are 
busy. 


Gen. Pershing insists that his men write home at’ 


least once a month. He cannot command letters from 
home. But love and loyalty should do that. A sol- 
dier who gets a letter from home but once a month 
would be pretty “blue” most of the time. And espe 
eflally if that one letter wasn’t of the right sort. 
What is the right sort? All you have to do to 
make a good guess is to imagine yourself over there. 
It would be a lot of news, wouldn’t it?—facts and a 
lot of them about the people in and about home. And 
it would be above all a cheerful letter that you would 
want; not a moping, complaining, when-is-this-war- 
going-to-end letter. Surely not. A man can’t do his 
big job who has divided anxieties. Let him have his 
troubles in a bunch. He has these where he is. &e 
.° doesn’t need to hear of troubles at home. What he 
needs is a cheery picture of home, of home as the 
saved up reward, as the thing he is fighting for, as 
the place that is proud—happfly proud—of him and 
all that he and his mates on land or sea are doing.

A recent 
striking example of this is shown in 
reports received in America from Cap- 
tain Harold M. Miles, of the Salvation 
Army, in France. These reports were 
made to Commander Evangeline Booth 
and reveals for the first time that, in 
the first impact of the American at- 
tack at Chateau Thierry and Soissons, 
the demand for nurses was s0 great 
that uniformed Salvation Army lassies 
by the score were thrown into the 
service along with their food supply 
trucks, which, to the number of 50, 
were instantly transformed into impro- 
vised ambulances. 

WISDOM OF 
S. A. POLICY. 


Demonstrating the wisdom of Com- 


mander Booth’s policy that none of her 


war-work women are permitted to sail 
for France until they have passed tests 
in first aid work, the military authori- 
ties grant that the Salvation Army 
women have shown great skill and 
ability as practical nurses, and can be 
depended upon for such service at any 
time. Amid the bloody atrife which 
brought to the arms of the allies the 
Salvationists, women and men, toiled 
day and night as nurses, and are given 
eredit now for helping to minimize 
the suffering and loss of life among the 
soldiers of the United States. The re- 
pert which is dated “Somewhere in 
France.” early in the present month, 
reads as follows: 

“When the enemy, making a last des- 
perate drive for Paris, threw his 


legions of storm troops against the 


-allies’ strong wall of defense they push- 


ed the wall over, but it fell the wrong 
way. The enemy had underrated the 


strategy of General Foch and totally 


underrated the morale and valor of the 
American fighting men. The American 


forces met their great test on the Cha- 
teau Thierry-Soissons line with a vali- 


ant success which must make every 


American heart swell with pride—and 


—so did the Salvation Army. I have 


just come from that sector. Everywhere 


T heard stories of the intrepid courage 


with which the Amex soldiers bore the 
brunt of the attack; but of these news- 
papers have printed hundreds and have 
left little to be told. Everywhere, also 
I heard stories of the Salvation Army 
girls, their calm indifference to danger, 


their unending, untiring work among 


the wounded. These stories came most- 
ly from the soldiers themselves. When 


I met the girls they vowed that they 


had nothing of interest to tell. Yes, 


they had worked four days and four 
nights with but very little rest in a 


territory over which one of the great- 


est battles in history was being waged 
in the open, and yet they had been sv 
busy as to find nothing remarkable in 
their experiences. They have worked 
with the same troops in quieter sectors 


most part packed and ready for instant 
dispatch to any point where the troops 


might finally be stationed. Among men, 


and among officers of lower grade, 
there was a feeling of uncertainty and 
much discussion as to where they would 
be sent: but there was always to be 
heard the hope that it would be to hold 
up the German advance. “If you go, 
we shall go also,” said the girls. Then, 
one night the division disappeared— 
vanished as though into thin air. 

“A few @ays after word came to 
B—— that the division, together 
with other French and American 
forces had smashed its way into the 
German lines and forced the enemy to 
retreat. At noon Captain Violet Mc- 
Allister and her sister, Alice, Adju- 
tant Billy (Shorty) Hale and Captain 
Howard Margetts took to the road in 
Staff Captain Coe’s Ford, others fol- 
lowing as rapidly as possible in big 
supply trucks. All through the night 
and until half-past two the following 
afternoon, they traveled towards the 
scene of action. At sunrise, the tired 
Ford rolled over the brow of a hill 
and there, before them, lay a wrde, 
fertile valley carpeted with ripening 
grain and lush, green meadows. Three 
roads climbed along its slopes and over 
them moved all of the varied trans- 
port of a battling army. Ammunition 
trains, supply trucks, guns, wheeled 
cook-stoves, from which appetizing 
aromas spread on the morning breeze, 
cavalcade of trench mortars, hauled by 


| Missouri mules, companies of march- 


ing men, all traveling towards the 
front. But it was the road over which 
they must presently pass which held 
their attention. In a series of gentle 
curves it wound up from the floor of 
the valley, and over it, filling it from 
rim to rim, came a long column of 
German prisoners. There were thou- 
sands of them, not at all unhappy at 
their fate, to judge from the smiles 
upon their faces. 

“WHAT CAN 

WE DO?” 

At 2:30 p. m. the Ford dr@ 
an imporvised evacuation hospital’ in 
a small town from which the enemy 
had been driven only a few hours be- 
fore. While the men were unloading 
a crate of lemons and a sack of sugar 
and the lassies reported to the doctor 
in charge and asked what they could 
do. Ambulances in an endless train 
were bringing in the wounded, Ameri- 
can, French and German alike, and as 
rapidly as their wounds were cleansed 
and redressed, they were loaded into 
other ambulances and shipped to the 
rail head, to be carried to base hos- 
pitals in splendidly-equipped American 
hospital trains.

Pioneers in Britain. 


These are baseball's pioneers in 
Britain, and many a British fan, whose 
sport a year ago was limited to cricket 
and football, now calls them by their 
first nmames. True, they still sell the 
rudimentary rules of baseball with 
score cards at the games, and when an 
exhibition game is booked somebody 
has to go “ahead” to mark the grounds 
and place the bases. But you can buy 
baseball tickets at any theater ticket 
office in London, and the British are 
learning how to root. Thus far they 
have left the umpires alone. Doubtless 
in time the job of wtwmpire will come 
to be one of the hazardous professions. 
Thus far, however, most of the league’s 
umpiring has been done by Arlie 
Latham, and if there is any fan in the 
states who doesn’t know Arlie Latham’s 
history it’s a shame, in this‘ day of 
paper scarcity, to enlighten him. 


Latham’s baseball record at home 
runs back some forty.years, He played 
nine years with the old 8st. Louis 
Browns, during which time he won five 
pennants and two world’s series. Then 
he spent a year with Comiskey on the 
old Brotherhood team in Chicago (that 


was in 1890); then six years with Cin- 
cinnati, and after that six years with 
the Giants in New York. After that, he 
went to umpiring, spending four 
months in the National 
scouting thereafter for McGraw in the 
New York State, Southern, Western 
and South Atlantic leagues. That's 
who Arlie Latham is, if you didn't

Of course, the Anglo-American league 
is merely the crest of a baseball mania 
which has followed American soldiers 
and sailors wherever they are based in 
Burope. There is a small league of 
eight army teams in arid around Paris, 
and from the Mediterranean to the 
north of Scotland, baseball has received 
official backing.

Just now it is an imminent possibil- 
ity that the pennant-winner in the 
Anglo-American league will cross the 
channel to play the champion team in 
the Paris league. Application is today 
being made to Admiral Sims through 
Commander Blakeslee, U. 8.

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ENGLAND'S CHIEF STRIKE SETTLER SOLVING WAR INDUSTRIAL PROBLEMS 


By Clair Price. 

London, October 10.—-Now that a 
number of strikes are looming up on 
England’s horizon as annoying possi- 
bilities, Sir George Ranken Askwith, 
K. Cc. K. C. B., chief industrial com- 
missioner of the board of trade, at- 
tains the proportions of a real man of 
the hour. 

For Sir George is the great concilia- 
tor. He is a type of the man who has 
found his own work and can well do it. 
He is a barrister by profession, and 
a conciliator by calling. Arbitrating is 
his business. 

He made his fame in the English rail- 
way strikes. When the angry boot- 
makers from Raunds made their his- 
toric march upon the war office it was 
Sir George who was chosen by the army 
council to meet them, and as a result 
he was made permanent arbitrator for 
the entire boot trade*of Northampton. 
shire. It was Sir George again who 
was chosen to settle the Scottish weav- 
ers’ strike, the London compositors’ 
strike and the case of the Nottingham 
lace weavers. One of the toughest jobs 
he has tackled was the settlement of 
the vaudeville actors’ strike, and many 
managers and comedians who sat with 
him then remember his versatility. In 
Wales he investigated the tinplate in- 
’ dustry while the Welsh revival was on, 
and he very nearly jeopardized his po- 
sition as arbitrator by actually going 
to a dance one night, a form of amuse- 
ment considered in Wales to be the 
first of the seven deadly sins. Later 
he settled the seamen’s and dockers' 
strike at Hull, and then in Manchester 
he had to unravel a tangled skein of 
disputes which involved half a dozen 
disputes and threatened the whole com- 
merce of the city. 

Just now when the country is threat- 
ened again with a serious unrest on the 
raiPways a strike of the London fire 
brigade, a strike of the temporary pos- 
tal staffs, a strike of the-corporation 
workers of eight London and subur- 
ban boroughs, a strike of the women on 
the underground railways, and a 
threatened stoppage of work by the 
great Amalgamated Association of Cot- 
ton Spinners, Sir George's services are 
more than ever in demand. 

Napoleon of Peacemakers. 

This Napoleon of peacemakers en- 
joys the complete confidence of both 
the worlds of capital and labor. His 
methods of work are known to every 
man in Britain to whom the problem 
of capital and labor is a personal one. 
On one occasion, when words seemed 
about to give place to blows and a 
national strike was on the horizon, 
Sir George was sent for post haste, 
and entered the room, calm and cool, 
as usual. “Directly he came in,” said 
one of those present, “the debate be- 
came less heated. He said nothing. 
One side made a small concession. He 
saif nothing. They approached each 
other a little more, He still said noth- 
ing. They went on agreeing. Sir 
George went on saying nothing, and 
they finally settled the matter on ev- 
ery point, and Sir George returned to 
London without having said anything 
at ali.” 

This is the sort of man who is now 
the king conciliator of England. “Send 
for Askwith!” is the cry whenever @4 
strike looms up, and Askwith arrives, 
perfectly calm and unperturbed, smok- 
ing his eternal cigarette, smiling his 
never-failing smile, with his rare 
speech and wise silences, and that ex- 
traordinary gift of peacémaking, which 
seems to compel contending parties to 
see each other’s point of view, and 
to see themselves, ‘f only for one brief 


oment, as others see them. \ 
some idea of the importance ef his 


gained from the fact 
that there are some 280 boards of 
conciliation established up and down 
Great Britain. The vast majority of 
these are no doubt local in charatter 
and relatively small in importance, 
compared with the powerful organiza- 
tions which have been established in 
the mining, railway, engineering and 
textile trades. They have, however, 
saved untold millions to the country in 
the marked diminution oaf_ strikes, 
which they have achieved. Nor are 
these bodies the only chain of organ- 
izations which center around “Sir 
George. The whole system of labor 
exchanges, the commercial, labor and 
statistical departments of the board 
of trade, the operation of the trade 
boards’ act and numberless chambers 
of commerce are among the, bodies 
which look to Sir George whenever 
words begin to fly in labor circles. 


Modest Personality. 


It is only at these moments that he 
emerges from his customary obscurity 
into the public eye. Amid all the 
chaos and confusion of a maturing 
strike, he remains silent and unmoved 
until the right moment for concilia- 
tion comes. It is not until then that 
Sir George, who ia a most modest per- 
sonality, emerges. He travels by night 
to some industrial town, and sits in 
close conference with the labor lead- 
ers and the representatives of capi- 
tal until peace is assured, and then, 
as suddenly and mysteriously as he has 
come, he réturns to his dignified se- 
clusion in London. 

Again and again when presiding at 
the conferences which settle great 
strikes, he has sat silently at the end 
of the table around which excited 
trade union leaders have talked and 
talked until far into the night. Then, 
when the arguments for and against 
have been discussed until they can be 
carried no further, he has with a con- 
ciliatory smile spoken the few words 
which havé ended the trouble. 


Time and personal convenience mat- 
ter nothing to Sir George when he is 
settling a strike. He will sit from 
early morning until the following day, 
if necessary, and when he was settling 
the dockers’ strike at Manchester he 
hardly left the town hall, which was} 
the conference center, from Friday 
night until 2 a. m. on Monday mofning. 
Then, with a tired smile, he rose and 
made the public announcement: “The 
men are going back to work. We have 
arranged terms satisfactory to all.” 


Hard Nuts te Crack. 


He has had some hard-nuts to crack, 
but he has seldom failed. The magic 
of his weary smile has worn down the 
patience of the most violent of labor 
obstructionists or indignant capitalists. 
Such fame has his success brought him 
that to call in Sir George as the most 
experienced consultant available, has 
continually been found the most effi- 
cacious means of reducing a feverish 
temperature, and the British public 
now takes it for granted that his ar- 
rival, with healing in his manner, will 
be followed by a settlement. This is a 
remarkable reputation to have won 
and only a man of exceptional capaci- 
ty could have won it. 

But it is well known that he enjoys 
the absolute confidence of organized 
capital and of organized labor, no mat- 
ter how intricate the technicalities in 
which the rights and wrongs of any 
dispute may be enmeshed. He has a 
knack of being able.to get at once to 
the essential points of a controversy. 
He is an adept at narrowing the issues 
and conducting the parties at once to 
the most practicable ford, and then

é¢ither a bridge or a set of stepping 
stones seems to spring into timely ex- 


istence, and an arrangement is soon 
completed on terms of reasonable com- 
promise. It would be a long task to 
enumerate ail his successes, but it suf- 
fices to say that the name of Askwith 
stands for peac® in British labor cir- 
cles. He has been described as “pa- 
tience personified—a man of very quiet 
demeanor, never in a hurry.” The re- 
sult is that the old reluctance of both 
employers and men to submit their 
difficult questions to arbitration has 
given way; Sir George's has been a 
lasting, personal victory. 

He is a tall, thin man with a heavy 
military moustache, now a little gray, 
determined eyes and mouth, and the 
golden gift of silence until the pre- 
cise moment arrives for clinching the 
final argument in favor of peace. He 
is in his fifty-seventh year, a king’s 
counsellor, a Yorkshire man and a 
Brasenese man, a good sportsman, dry- 
ly humorous and as cool as a glacier. 

He had a distinguished career at the 
bar before joining the civil service. 
He was one of Sir Henry James’ ju- 
niors in many important cases. He 
took part in the Venezuelan arbitra- 
tion and was counsel to the commis- 
sioners of works and for the crown 
in peérage claims. He became assist- 
ant secretary to the board of trade 
(railways) in 1907 and controller of 
the commercial and statistical depart- 
ment two years later. He has also 
traveled in New Guinea and other out- 
of-the-way places. 

He married one of the Peel family 
and has two stepsons at Cambridge 
and Eton to whom he is devoted. His 
most cherished treasure is his two- 
year-old daughter, and her’s is—or 
will be—the silver porringer with, 
which she was unanimously presented 
on her christening day by the coal 
miners of Scotland. Sir George, him- 
self, has received the honorary free- 
dom of the Weavers’ company and the 
City of London in another silver cas- 
ket. 

To Be Called Again. 

Just now with so many annoying 
strikes maturing In England, doubt- 
less the quiet, thrilling: spectacle of 
Sir George in action will be again 
witnessed. In the last strike which 
he settled in London, there were three 
sets of rooms engaged. In one Was 
Sir George and his staff; in another 
the employers; in the third the trade 
union leaders. Sir George first con- 
ferred with one side and then with 
the other, and everythine seemed to 
be as tame as if the matter under dis- 
transaction. 

A large number of newspaper men 
watched this sort of thing for seven 
days in all, one day until 11 o’clock at 
night and another day until midnight. 
But though the outward aspect of the 
proceedings was silent, the air was 
electric with expectation, for at any 
moment there might be a rapid devel- 
opment. One side or the other might 
suddenly throw up the negotiations, 
and leave with the determination to 
fight to the bitter end, or an equally 
sudden announcement of peace might 
be made. 

Through all these seven days there 
was little to do but to wait. It was 
only the little tense happenings which 
spoke volumes. The passing between 
the various rooms grew more fre- 
quent. Sir George carried growing 
sheaves of notes. Some employers or 
operatives left their rooms preoccupied 
with thought, as if the prolonged ar- 
gument were being strenuously con- 
ducted. Finally the whole body of 
one side or the other came out into the 
corridors and their conversation, 
though in undertones, was obviously 
grave. ' ‘ 

This sort of thing went on for sev- 


en long days while 200,000 persons 
waited the word to go back to work 
or to fight. 

Finally Sir George came out himself 
to make the momentous announcement 
of the result. A silence, which could 
could be felt arose as he took up his. 
foolscap sheet, on which the terms 
were written out and signed by both 
Patties. He looked about to see that 
all were in readiness. 

None could have been more courte- 
ous and undisturbed than Sir George 
himself. There was no excitement as 
he read out the full conditions which 
meant the return to work of 200,000 
persons. He uttered every word in 
sharp, decisive and easily-heard tones, 
and the message seemed almost cold 
thus formally pronounced. 

Since the war he has done tremen- 
dously valuable work as chairman of 
the government arbitration committee 
under the munitions of war act. He 
was made a K. C. (king’s counsellor) 
in 1908; he received the C. B. (coms 
mander of the Order of the Bath) in 
1909, and in 1911, he was created a 
K. C. B. (Knight Commander of the 
Bath). In 1912, Oxford made him an 
honorary doctor of civil law. 


Anglo-American Musical Entente. 


London, October 12.—By permis- 
sion of Lieutenant General Sir Francis 
Lloyd, commander of the home forces, 
the Household Brigade of Bands. which 
includes the oldest and finest regi- 
mental bands in the British army, is 
touring the American rest camps in 
England. The best-known of these 
eight bands is the band of the Colad- 
stream guards, led by Major J. Me- 
Kenzie-Rogan, M., V. O., senior direc- 
tor of music of the Brigade of Guards, 
senior bandmaster of the British army 
and the man who“turned the German 
hymn of Hate into British propaganda. 

Early last year, he secured a copy 
of the music of the Hymn of Hate for 
piano, through an American in Berlin. 
It is one of the very few authentic 
copies of the famous German joke- 
song to be smuggled into England. So 
far as I know, the only other score 
of the music was secured by The 
Weekly Dispatch, a Northcliffe publl- 
cation, and printed by them last year, 

Major McKenzie-Rogan orchestrated 
the music and supplemented it with a 
spoof version, in which the phrases of 
the ponderous German hymn, heavy 
with -discords denoting frightfulness, 
were lightened with phrases from “The 
Marselillase,” “Soldiers of the King,” 
“Rule sritannia,” ‘Dixie,’ ‘“Coster’s 
Whistle,” “Highland Laddie”’ and vari- 
ous English music hall tunes, includ- 
ing “If You Want to Know the Time, 
Ask the Policeman,” “Pack Up Your 
Troubles in Your Old Kit Bag” and 
“Another Little Drink Won’t Do Us 
Any Harm.” 

During the week of August 19 to 26, 
when the Hymn of Hate, both in its 
original fury and in its Anglicised 
cheerfulness, was played by the Coldad- 
streamers at the American camps in 
the Winchester area, it was the hit 
of the program. 

American soldiers who had thronged 
by the thousands to hear the famous 
band, Americans who expected to shake 
their feet to ragtime encores, were 
greeted instead with the Hymn of 
Hate—and roared applause. 

They're Whistling it yet in the Win- 
chester area. 

If Irving Berlin ever does the Hymn 
of Hate in ragtime, it ought to spread 
like a prairie fire over the states. Ma- 
jor McKenzie-Rogan’s version has 
convinced Americans in England that 
the Hun is a great little song writer. 

It has proven no less a success at 
the front. Here each band of the

the heavy work of the war—the 
pioneers? 

Perhaps he would sing both. There 
is romance in the former, red ro- 
mance with death and worse suffer- 
ing and untold pain. There is no 
glory in the latter and no time for 
glory, for there is only toil from 
morning to night, broken in the day- 
time by shell fire, in the night by 
aerial bombs. 
battlefield workers of our army. 

If the question were asked only a 
few weeks ago, what are the pion- 
eers and who and where, a puzzled 
shaking of the head would be the an- 
swer. Probably today the majority 


army and never were. But “I have 
eaten their bread and salt,” I have 
drunk one of the 10,000 bottles of 
carbonated water they took from 
the Boches at Sergy the day after 
their infantry brethren had finally 
stormed the town, and there is other 
proof that they exist. The first of 
the pioneer regiments has begun to 
do its unlimited bit at the front.. 

They build roads, they salvage the 
battlefield, they bury the dead, they 
make new bridges, haul away the 
captured ammunition, do the hard- 
est sort of engineering work and at 
the sa time, being infantry, they 
prepare for front line work and are 
ready whenever needed. In fact, 
they have equipped themselves with 
three or four German Maxim ma- 
chine guns to a company, have ob- 
tained 10,000 rounds of German am- 
munition for each gun, and are 
eager for the order to use them 
on the enemy which once owned 
them. 


“WISE: TO

They are “wise” about the Ger- 
mans, too. The other day a ser- 
geant was directing the repair of a 
certain bit of road. It was a quiet 
afternoon, bright sunshine under 
heavy clouds and the guns were not 
speaking with their accustomed 
choking voices. 

Suddenly there was some shooting 
close by and bursts in the sky. Anti- 
aircraft guns. The bursts made a 
streak from,north to south, and soon 
they saw the objective—a fast Ger- 
man plane. Then the Archies stop- 
ped. From the south came two 
more planes. The intruder turned. 
There was a free exhibition of loop- 
ing, sideslipping, spiralling and 
other gymnastics about a half a mile 
up with machine gun bursts for 
applause. Then the German fled. 
Archie again puffed in the sky. 

Of course the pioneers’. had 
stopped to watch the show. When 
it was over they resumed work, but 
not so the sergeant major. He called 
to his men to follow him, and led 
them sevs3ral hundred yards aw. y 
to a sheltering woods and told them 
to wait. 

He had judged rightly. The, Ger- 
man plane had returned and report- 
ed. The German guns sent shell af: 
ter shell into that road—but they 
caught no pioneers. 

When the lieutenant heard about 
it he said a kind word for the ser- 
geant major, and did the Boche a 
better trick. He ordered a few men 
of his unit to continue working the 
sh@#led road whenever it was free 
from explosions, but he took the 
main body further away and ordered 
a new read built through a woods 
and under a camouflage screen. On 
this road the artillery moved freely, 
and the Germans continued sending 
over planes and shelling the old 
main road where four or five men 
were acting as decoys. 

Cleaning up the battlefield is one 
of the chief objects of the pioneers. 
In our advance we have captured 


The pioneers are they 
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millions of dollars’ worth of German 
material, thé dump at Saponay con- 
taining $2,000,000 worth of _ shells 
alone. So rapidly have the troops 
gone on that for days and then 
weeks no one paused to more than 
look at the spoils which were visible 
at the roadsides. 

But the ptoneers went everywhere. 
They found the woods full of things. 
Some were in good condition, others 


‘thrown helter skelter, some supplies 


set on fire, others bearing evidence 
of the most hurried retreat. The 
find which has caused laughter in all 
our. divisions' was made at Sergy— 
two cartloads of seltzer water from a 
amous German spring., The water 
was sent to a chemist, for .a trap 
was suspected. The chemist found 
no poison. The regiment has good 
water with all its meals. f 

They also found some 20,000 in- 
sulators for use by the telephone 
and telegraphic squads of our sig- 
nal corps and, knowing the need for 
them in the twenty-five-kilometer 
stretch of devastation, got them de 
livered at once, and the next day 
they were being used. 


FILTHY 
GERMANS. 

One thing the pioneers “discov- 
ered’ was a French chateau built 
in 1226. The old moet was gone, but 
one of the massive towers is still 
intact, a..d five o:1 the smaller ones 
are in good condition. The twelve- 
foot wall has resisted shell fire. In 
this chateau the ludicrous Luden- 
dorff had once made his headquar- 
ters, but the pioneers were not im- 
presesd by that fact. They found the 
main tower no less filthy than the 
rooms occupied by lesser Germans 
and they cleaned up all traces of the 
enemy before turning the chateau 
back to its owners, some simple 
French peasants, who have come 
back and who are continuing to 
reap and plant. 

This fact struck Major George 
Blair, of Philadelphia, as droll. “If 
the war was over and I had _ the 
coin,” he told me, “I'd ask the old 
man here to sell me this chateau. 
It is one of the finest ancient build- 
ings I have ever seen and it would 
make you feel like a king to live in 
it. But guess what the old man did: 
He turned the towers into stalls for 
his horses. Told me they would be 
safe there if the Germans contin- 
ued to drop bombs on his house.” 

The pioneers were among the first 
to discover German traps following 
the German retreat. They found 
the mined roads and the ammunition 
dumps which had been wired. ° In 
one town they cut the wire on a 
clock and then found that its works 
had been used for a sort of infernal 
machine. 

About his men Major Baird was 
especially enthusiastic. “I do not 
think many commanding officers 
have their equal,” he said, then he 
called up Corporal Edwin Coyle, a 
Louisville lad, and said to him: “Cor- 
poral, go out and round up some of 
the Kentucky men who are not at 
work.” 

The corporal rounded them up. 

“These mountaineers have it on us 
who come from the cities of the.east, 
haven’fithey?’’ said the major as the 
boys lincd up for a photo. “They’re 
fine men, doing hard work, -and 
they'll get their chance some day to 
pay the Boche back for all the shell- 
ing on the roads and the air bombs, 
too. Our casualties have been light, 
I am glad to say, but these boys 
come from a sector at home where 
the favorite expression seems to be: 


‘To hell with the Hohenzollerns and 
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to a kind lady in Boston who had 
sent a tin box full of chocolates tor 
a wounded Yank, he was able to 
borrow two gallons of gasoline. 

When he got to tne first hospital 
town it was 2 a. m., the one hotel 
was full and closed, there was no!

“Did we take Blankville?” 

“Did we break through the day I! 
got mine?” 

“Is ours the regiment the French 
general meant in the glowing report 
published last week?”
